The whole record will be laid be- 
fore Congress, and the question is now under earnest 
consideration of what shall be the particular form our 
policy shall take in bringing to an end the horrors in 
Cuba and securing the independence of the island. 
Propositions ranging from a simple recognition of 
Cuban independence to a straight-out declaration of 
war have been urged at the Capitol; but there is hardly 
a doubt that the majority of Congress awaits the 
executive lead before taking action, and is disposed 
to adopt President McKinley’s suggestions on this 
point.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—In the open 
seasion of the Senate today Mr. Chand- 
ler of New Hampshire called up. the 
resolution which he introduced yester- 
day requesting the President to send 
the Cuban consular correspondence to 
the Senate, and at his suggestion it 
wae referred to the Committee on For- 
elgn Relations. Immediately  after- 
ward, however, he introduced another 
resolution, which went over, calling 
upon the Secretary of State for the 
same information. 

After the passage of a few bills the 

Senate went into secret executive ses- 
sion, the proceedings occupying the 
greater part of the afternoon and de- 
voted to a discussion of the wisdom of 
purchasing the Danish West India Isl- 
ands. At 21:30 p.m. a secret session was 
ordered. At 4:30 p.m. the Senate went 
from secret legislative session into ex- 
ecutive session and soon afterward ad- 
journed., 
The session was closed by the pract}- 
cal withdrawal of the resolution for 
the purchase of the islands by Senator 
Lodge, its author. He stated that the 
debate had developed such a wide dif- 
ference of opinion in the Senate, where 
there had hitherto been such unanimity, 
that he would not further press the 
matter at a time when the President 
needed the support of all Senators of 
all parties. He moved that the Senate 
proceed to the consideration of execu- 
tive business, thus voluntarily, for the 
time, abandoning the resolution. 
This action on the part of Senator 
Lodge was preceded by an animated 
debate, in which many sharp words 
were exchanged. Senator Mason was 
among the supporters of the resolu- 
tion. He put his support on the ground 
that he was willing to aid the admin- 
istration in any way deemed best for 
the successful prosecution of a war 
with Spain. 

After an exceedingly turbulent ses- 

sion of six hours, the House’ today 

passed the Naval Appropriation Bill, 
and then adjourned until Monday. The 
war spirit was manifested in all. the 
speeches, and overrode the Naval Com- 


‘mittee itself by increasing the number 


of torpedo boats and torpedo-boat de- 
Stroyers to twenty-four, the bill as 
reported providing for but twelve. 
The amendment of Mr. Cannon, chair- 
man of the Appropriations Committee, 
to reduce the number of battleships to 
one, was buried under an. overwhelm- 
ing majority. The provision relating 
to armor plate, which in ordinary times 
would have precipitated a debate of 
several days, was disposed of in ten 
minutes, a proposition to decrease the 
price agreed to in the bill from $400 to 
$300 per ton being drowned in a per- 
fect chorus of nays. 

Mr. Cannon, during the course of 
the day, announced the belief of a 
majority of the members that war 
would be upon us within a week, and 
Mr. De Armond of Missouri made a 
notable speech, declaring that if hos- 
tilities were near, it was our duty to 
strike the first blow.

WASHINGTON, April 1—SENATE. 
The Senate in open session did nothing 
save refer the Chandler resolution re- 
questing the Cuban Consular corre- 
spondence to the Foreign Relations 
Committee. It decided that when it 
adjourned today it should be until 
Monday... 

The Senate went into executive ses- 
sion on motion of Senator Lodge, mem- 
ber of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions. Senator Lodge was not with 
the committee during the last half hour 
of its session. The purpose of the 
secret session is the consideration of 
the resolution reported yesterday from 
the Committee on Foreign Relations 
for the acquisition of the Danish West 
India islands. 

The reason for considering the mat- 
ter behind closed doors is the belief 


that our relations with Spain will be 


necessarily discussed, and that infor- 
mation might be divulged that would 
be of advantage to that country. The 
session is not strictly an executive ses- 
sion, but is a secret session. 

Senator Lodge opened the proceed- 
ings in the secret sessfon with a gen- 
eral statement concerning the advan- 
tage of controlling the Danish islands. 
He argued that this country should 
own them because of contiguity to our 
shores and for strategic purposes, go- 
ing over much ground covered in his 
report of yesterday. 

Senator Gray replied in opposition to 
the policy, basing his antagonism on 
the ground that it was contrary to the 
policy of the United States to acquire 
territory outside of its continental 
lines, and saying that the progress 
of the islands would inevitably involve 
international entanglements which 
would be troublesome and might lead 
to complications at any time’ which 
could be avoided if we did not have 
the islands. Furthermore, if there was 
an idea of utilizing them in case of 
war with Spain over Cuba, it should 
not be forgotten that we had in our 
possession at Key West territory 
nearer Havana than either of the 
Danish islands, 

Senators Frye and Lodge both re- 
plied to this latter point. They stated 
it was evident fromthe developments 
so far made that Porto Rico, rather 
than Havana, would be the center of 
our war with Spain, and that in that 
event the Danish group would be of 
inestimable advantage to us. Indeed 
they considered it almost essential to 
an early ending of the war. They as- 
serted that Spain’s coal Supply at 
Porto Rico was extremely limited, and 
that it could be practically controlled 
by us if we should own the Danish 
possessions in that quarter. It was 
the earnest desire of the administra- 
tion, it was said, to control these 
islands. 

Senators Cockrell and Pettigrew also 
opposed the resolution. Mr. Cockrell con- 
tended that it would be a great mistake, 
from a naval point of view, to acquire 
the islands and Mr. Pettigrew said 
that the islands would only make addi- 
tional territory to protect in case of 
war with Spain. 

Senator Cockrell ‘said that in case 
of war with Spain Porto Rico could 
be taken more easily than the Danish 
islands could be defended. All the Sena- 
tors who spoke, including members of 


the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
looked on War as inevitable, basing all 
thelr arguments for aml against ac- 
quisttion u this theme. 

Senetor Morgan favored the resolu- 
tion, and in doing so, dwelt more or 
lees upon the outlook for war. He de- 
tailed the destruction of the Maine giv- 
int @xpression ¢o the opinion that it 
was due to Spanish treachery. ; 

Senator Tillman interrupted at this 
juncture to gay thet any child would 
knew that the vessel was blown up 
from the outside. What he wanted to 
knew, he said, was who did it. If the 
committee knew, the Senate should 
be Informed, he eald, and the commit- 
tee should net pursue its usual course 
of keeping important developments 
from the Senete. hie intimation was 
made In a brief speech in Senator Mor- 
cans time, and created quite a scene, 
Senator Gray, a member of the com- 
mittee, demanded that Mr. Tillman 
should give names when he made 
charges.

Mr. Routelle, chairman of the Naval 
Committee, desired to go ahead with 
the Naval Bill. despite the fact that 
under the rules this was private-bill 
day.

A very significant incident occurred 
while an attempt was being made to 
effect an arrangement to postpone pri- 
vate-bill day until Thursday. The 
Speaker himself seemed.to hesitate 
about asking the consent of the House, 
whereupon Mr. Bromwell (Rep.) of 
Ohio asked if Tuesday was set apart 
for private bills, whether it would in- 
terfere with a report from the Foreign 
Affairs Committee. 

“It certainly would,” replied the 
Speaker, promptly. 

“Then I object,’’ shouted Mr. Brom- 
well. Subsequently he withdrew his 
objection with the understanding that 
Tuesday should be private-bill day, 
provided the Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee had no report to make to the House. 
The Naval Bill was then taken up. 

Mr. King (Dem.) of Utah made a 
point of order against the provision for 
new battleships and torpedo boats. 
It was overruled by the chair. 

Mr. Cannon, chairman of the Appro- 
priation Committee, offered a substi- 
tute for the paragraph in the bill pro- 
viding for three battleship, six tor- 
pedo boats and six torpedo-boat de-. 
stroyers. The substitute provided for 
one battleship to cost $3,000,000, ex- 
clusive of armament; twelve torpedo- 
boat destroyers and twelve torpedo 
boats to cost not exceeding $4,600,000. 

The House rejected the Cannon 
amendment, but by 137 to 67 adopted an 
amendment by Mr. Pearce. 


OTHER AMENDMENTS.

WASHINGTON, April 1—Mr. Pearce 
(Rep.) of Missouri offered an amend- 
ment to increase the number of tor- 
pedo boats and torpedo-boat destroy- 
ers, authorized by the bill to twelve 
each, and to increase the appropriation 
from $2,300,000 to $4,600,000.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, appointed to draft 
a report and prepare a form of reso- 
lutions outlining a course of action 
which this government shall pursue to- 
ward Spain with reference to Cuba, 
so far completed its work today that it 
will be able to report to the full com- 
mittee at its meeting tomorrow. The 
sub-committee will recommend _ the 
adoption of a resolution declaring in 
the first place for the recognition of 
the independence of the Cuban republic, 
and in the second, for intervention by 
the United States with her army and 
navy for the purpose of assisting the 
Cubans to secure independence in case 
Spain continues to refuse to concede it. 

The committee will treat the rescind- 
ing of the order for the concentration 
of the Cuban noncombatants as a sub- 
terfuge, and will dwell upon the past, 
if not the present, treatment of these 
unfortunates; will detail the Maine in- 
cident, and attempt to demonstrate 
that it is a sufficient cause for the 
declaration of war, if this country were 
desirous of making it such, and will 
also touch upon the i to American 
interests caused by thé Cuban struggle 
as a full justification for our interfer- 
ence. 

There has been an effort to persuade 
the committee that Spain’s release of 
the reconcentrados leaves the United 
States practically without excuse for 
intervention, but the committee has not 
so far been convinced by this reason- 
ing, and there is great unanimity in 
the rejecting of this view, as there is 
in the decision as to the general course 
to be pursued. 

The committee will report Monday, 
unless it is then made evident that 
it has been impossible for the President 
to complete his promised message for 
lack of time. The disposition of the 
committee is now against much further 
postponement for any cause. The com- 
mittee’s present information is, how- 
ever, to the effect that the message 
will be ready for submission by Mon- 
day.

The 
advocates of this course think the proof 
of Spanish instrumentality in the Maine 
explosion is so strong that it could be 
made to justify a radical declaration. 
The more conservative element, how- 
ever, is disposed to be guided in the 
form of declaration by the wishes of 
the President. In any event the facts 
in the Maine affair will be used to sup- 
port the position taken, and the com- 
mittee is disposed to make much out 
of it in justification of its position. 

After the adjournment of the com- 
mittee at noon, Senator Davis, chair- 
man of the committee, left the Capitol 
and was summoned to the Cabinet 
meeting during its: deliberations. As- 
sistant Secretary Day, Capt. Clover, 
chief of the Naval Intelligence Bureau, 
and Capt. Barker, naval aide and mem- 
ber of the Strategy Board, also were 
called into consultation. The Cabinet 
adjourned at 1:45 p.m. until 5 p.m. The 
members of the Cabinet regard the 
situation as of the gravest and most 
critical character possible. 


AMERICAN MILITIA. 


Comprehensive Statement of the 
Country’s Great Reserve Force. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—The mili- 
tary-formation division of the War De- 
partment has in preparation a publica- 
tion giving a great mass of information 
concerning the militia of the differ- 
ent States and Territories, based upon 
returns for 1897. It is of particular in- 
terest at this time, in view of the pos- 
sibility of this reserve army being 
called upon for active military duty. 
For the sake of ready reference there 
has been prepared a succinct summary 
showing the more important features 
of the operations of the guard. The 
total authorized strength is 184,848 more 
than the organized strength. Oklahoma 
has the smallest force, 500, and New 

York the largest. 

There are regularly 
hospital or ambulance c 
nia, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Minnesota, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey, New York, Oregon, 
Rhode Island, Utah, Vermont and the 
District of Columbia. Many of the 
States have very complete and efficient 
regimental hospital and ambulance 
corps. Signal corps are reported as or- 
ganized in a number of States. Official 
encampments of instruction were held 
in thirty-one States during 1897. 

The duration of the encampment va- 
ried from two days in Nebraska to ten 
days in the District of Columbia, six 
days being the average. Regular troops 
encamped with State troops in Ala- 
bama, California, Texas, Michigan, 
‘Minnesota, Tennessee and Vermont. 
Seventeen States, Connecticut, Georgia, 
Iilinais, Maine, Maissachusetts, Min- 
nesota, Montana, New Hampshire, New 
York, North Dakota, Ohio, Rhode Isl- 
and, Tennessee, Texas, Vermont and 
Wisconsin are reported as owning their 
camp grounds. As to the armament, the 
conditions are: 

Infantry—All of the States except 
Delaware, Idaho, Illinois, Louisiana and 
New York are completely armed with 
the Springfield rifle, caliber 45. In New 
York the Remington rifles are now be- 
ing exchanged for the Springfield rifle, 
caliber 45. 

Cavalry—The cavalry of all the States 
is armed with the Springfield carbine, 
caliber 45, except Illinois, Louisiana, 
Oregon, South Carolina and New Mexi-. 
co. The Lllinois cavalry is reported 
‘“‘same as in regular service.” The 
greater part of the cavalry is also 
armed with saber and revolver in addi- 
tion to the carbine. 

Artillery—Thirty-one out of the 
thirty-nine States having artillery or- 
ganizations have one or more Gatling 
guns. Many of the States have the 3.2 
B.L. rifles, but a large proportion of 
the artillery armament is old and out 
of date. 

The equipment in 1897, though in 
slightly better shape than the year 
before, is still far from complete, Con- 
siderable improvement was shown in 
the care of the equipment. In almost 
all cases the artillery harness is old 
and practically worthless. 

Most of the field and staff officers in 
all the States own their own mounts. 
There was a slight increase in 1897 in 
the number of shelter tents. The 
tentage is reported as ample for the 


ized State 


Delaware,. Kansas, Nebraska, New 
York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Vermont, Washington, Wisconsin and 
the District. of Columbia. 

Weekly drills by company and field 
exercises were held in many States, and 
twenty States report a regular course 
of instruction at the home _ stations 
during the winter months. Guard 
duty was performed in a manner far 
from satisfactory. There was a marked 
increase in the amount of outpost duty. 
Target practice was held in thirty-four 
States. 

Though many of the States permit 
the existence of independent commands, 
the tendency is more to discourage 
their support or organization, particu- 
larly in the vicinity of ‘the home sta- 
tions of the guard for the reason that 
they absorb material that would other- 
wise find its way into the ranks of the 
regular organization, and besides, not 
being subject to the uniform adminis- 
tration and discipline of the regular 
State forces, they cannot be counted on 
in an emergency. 

In the following States and Terri- 
tories the guard was called on to aid 
the civil authorities in maintaining the 
law: Alabama, California, Colorado, 
Illinois, Kentucky, Oh!o, Pennsylvania, 
Texas, Washington and New Mexico.

Latter’s Congress Will net Meet Un- 
tt! May 4—Spain Will not Object 
te Cessation of Hostilities if 
Asked by Insurgents.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) After the Cabinet meet- 
ing, the following statement was offi- 
clally given out at the White House. 
Owing to the deliberate favoritism of 
Secretary Porter, the Associated Press 
was given an advance copy and the 
other papers were made to wait. The 
following is an abstract from the tele- 
gram received from Gen. Woodford on 
the evening of March 31, 1898, on the 
general situation in Cuba: 

He informs the United States that 
Gen. Blanco has revoked the bando re- 
lating to the reconcentrados in the 
western provinces of Cuba, which are 
understood to be the provinces of Ma- 
tanzas, Santa Clara, Havana and Pinar 
del Rio. | 

That the Spanish government has 
placed at the disposal of the Governor- 
General the credit of 3,000,000 pestas, 
($600,000,) to the end that the country 
people may return at once and with 
success to their labor. 

The Spanish government will accept 
whatever assitance to feed and succor 
the necessitous may be sent from 
the United States in accordance with 
the plan of that republic. He re- 
ports that they would confide’ the 
preparation of an honorable and 
stable peace to the insular Parliament 
without whose concurrence the Span- 
ish government would not be able to

that the naval authorities have 
regarded the approach of the Spanish 
flotilla with aprehension, and their feel- 
ings in this regard were strong enough | 
to call the rhatter to the attention of 
the authorities.

tend only to aggravate the situation.

. tomorrow with the arrival of the Min- 
neapolis at Hampton Roads, and then | 
the swiftest group of warships ever 
gathered in one community will be as- 
sembled under Commodore Schley’s 
flag. 

Supplementing the action taken yes- 
terday by the Navy Department in re- 
questing the Governors of States to 
dri’ and equip the naval militia so as 
to be ready for any emergency, As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt today sent 
letters to the Governors of those sea-- 
coast States not having such organi- 
zations, to take steps looking to the 
formation of naval militia so far as is 
possible under the State laws. It is 
hoped by the naval officials that each 
of these States will be enabled to 
promptly acquiesce in the depart- 
ment’s request, and be prepared to as- 
sist in the naval auxiliary work. Those 
coast States not having naval militia 
organizations are Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Delaware, Texas and Alabama. 

The following is a copy of the let- 
ter sent to the officials of those States 
which already have naval militia or- 
ganization, the first one going to those 
on the coast and the second to interior 
States on the lakes: 

“The department requests that you 
will immediately proceed to put the 
naval militia of your State in thorough 
condition to meet and sudden call for 
their services by the President of the 
United States. The divisions should 
be recruited to their full strength, and 
thoroughly drilled. A careful inspec- 
tion should be made of all vessels in the 
ports of your State that can be utilized 
for a mosquito fleet, in accordance 
with instructions and blanks sent to 
the Adjutant-General.” 

The Navy Department received in- 
formation today that the cruisers 
Vizcaya and Oquendo, the tivo .. fine. 
cruisers which have been lying at 
Havana, have left that port. Their 
destination is not known, but there is 
reason to believe they have gone to 
join the torpedo flotilla. : 

The naval officers continue reticent 
regarding the acquisitions of new ves- 
sels for the auxiliary fleet, and the 
negotiations for the purchase of ships 
of war abroad, but there were indica- 
tions today that, in spite of the an- 
nounced belief of the dJepartment 
that no more ships were to be looked 
for in that quarter. all hope has not 
been abandoned. No confirmation of 
the cable dispatch from Denmark that 
negotiations were under way for the 
purchase of two Danish cruisers could 
be obtained, but at the same time it 
was not denied. Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt, when asked the question di- 
rect, replied that he could not answer. 

A FLYING TRIP. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The Madrid 
dispatch announcing the arrival 
of the Spanish torpedo flotilla at 
Porto Rico was quite unexpected at 
Washington, and created considerable 
comment in navy circles. So far as 
could be learned, no information on 
this point has been received by either 
the State or Navy departments. 

The arrival of the flotilla surpasses 
all forecasts as to the time necessary 
to make the trip, and indizates that 
a high rate of speed was maintained 
across the ocean. President McKinley 
manifested much interest in the dis- 
patch from Madrid that the Spanish 
flotilla arrived at Porto Rico. About. 
the White House a good deal of sur- 
prise was expressed that the flotilia 
had made so swift a passage from the 
Canaries, and there was a disposition 
among some to whom the information 
was given not to credit it, the opinion 
being that it had been given out by | 
the Madrid officials to prevent the fly- 
ing squadron from sailing.

We desire ana 
appeal for peace, but the limit of our 
long suffering is at and end. We will 
not be the aggressors, but we will de- 
fend our rights with our traditional 
tenacity and bravery.’ 

THEIR FATAL MISTAKE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, April 1.—The Times says 
editorially this morning: 

“It is evident peace and war hang 
in the balance, and that the world 
has not long to wait for definite in- 
formation. It cannot be supposed that 
America’s terms have yet been pub- 
lished in their completeness, but they 
may be guessed to include complete 
freedom for Cuba. 

“The Spanish government will make 
a fatal mistake if it fails to under- 
stand the terms now offered, which 
are the best it is ever likely to  ob- 
tain, and if they are not promptly 
accepted, it is to be feared that ‘the 
next presentation of American de- 
mands’ will be in a harsher shape.

Officials Hurrying to and Fro and 
Telegrams Pouring In,

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The great

It is felt by 
the officials that too much publicity 
should not be given to many of these 
matters, as it might interfere seriously 
with the arrangements and intentions 
of the department. 

Probably. no other matter is s0 en- 
grossing the attention of the officials 
as the prospective approach of the 
Spanish torpedo fleet now on its way 
from the Canary Islands to Porto Ricw, 
and some news of the sighting of the 
ships composing the fleet is anxiously 
awaited. Opinions differ somewhat as 
to the time when the flotilla should ar- 
rive at Porto Rico, which is understood 
‘to be its primary destination. as its ar- 
‘rival will depend very largely on the 
condition of the weather encountered 
in the passage across the Atiantic. 

Strong trade winds prevail at this 
time, which, if met by the fleet, will 
seriously impede its passage. But if the 
conditions are favorable in all respects, 
it is believed at the Navy Department 
that the arrival of the fleet at Porto 
Rico may be expected the 4th or 6th 
of the present month. If, on the other 
hand, bad weather has been experi- 


enced, and the ships have been put to, 
very severe usage, they may not ar-; 


rive for some days later. Considerable 
damage may result to the ships in the 
course of their passage, and if this is 
the case, it may take several weeks 
to put them again in condition for 
service. 

Naval officers generally concur in 
the opinion that there is a decided ele- 
ment of danger in the presence of a tor- 
pedo fleet within a reasonable distance 
of our shores, and many of them regret 
that the fleet has been permitted to 
come so far. Their lignt draught and 
rapid speed make these boats especially 

erous, and it was suggested today 
that they might be able, after leaving 
Porto Rico, to run unnoticed into Ha- 
vana Harbor, where they would be a 
material addition to Spain’s naval 


strength. 
Officials generally decline to say 
whether any representations were 


made to Spain with a view of delaying 
the departure of the fleet, or whether 
any action has been taken by our gov- 
ernments looking to its interception 
while en route. Even if such steps had

The appeal 
is signed as follows: “José Maria Gal- 
vez, President of Honorable Govern- 
ment of Cuba.” :

ASSERTING THEIR WILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The ap- 
peal to the President says: 

“The colonial government of Cuba 
desires to make known to the Presi- 
dent of the United States that, al- 
though there are some Cubans in arms, 
yet there is an immense number who 
accept home-rule, and are resolved 
to work zealously under this form of 
government, in order to reéstablish 
peace and prosperity to the land. The 
insurgents form a minority, while the 
autonomists represent the majority of 
the interests of civilization by means 
of justice and liberty. 

“The honorable government of Cuba 
hopes that the President of the United 
States, faithful to the noble traditions 
of the great North American republic 
will consider and respect the rights 
of the Cuban people, not permitting 
violence to prevail; it also hopes that 
he will contribute by powerful action 
to reéstablish peace in Cuba under the 
sovereignty of the mother country, and 
with a home-rule government equa: 
for all, and which might be still im- 
proved so as to inspire the confidence 
of every one. 

“The Cuban Parliament is about to 
meet, and both the spirit of America 
and the principles of right demand re- 
spect for the will of the majority of 
the people.

CHEERED THEIR QUEEN, 


Remarkable Demonstration of Spar- 
ish Enthusiasm at Madrid. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


MADRID, April 1.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The display of patriotic fervor at 
the Royal Operahouse last night was 
really thrilling. The whole assemblage, 
numbering about three thousand per- 
sons, was profoundly impressed. 

The Queen Regent, who was accom- 
panied by the Princess of the Asturias 
and the Infanta Isabella, was the ob- 
ject of repeated ovations. Most of the 
younger ladies, especially those belong- 
ing to the higher ranks of the aristoc- 
racy, wore ribbons of national colors 
in their hair. 

When the orchestra played the na- 


asm swept over the assemblage. The 
Queen, the Princess and the ministers, 
the grandees, everyone, in fact, rose 
spontaneously and gave vent to a great 
shout of ‘‘Viva Espafia!” followed by 
shouts of ‘‘Long live the Queen!’ On 
the stage the chorus was composed of 
the leading singers of Spain, with whom 
were grouped the principal musicians, 
painters and artists of the country, 
while the orchestra was reinforced by 
military bands in full uniform. 

In the midst of the excitement two 
regiments of infantry marched in single 
file across the stage, and so appeared 
to be an endless body of men, where- 
upon the national anthem was sung 
again and the audience clamored for 
the national banner. Then some one 
on the stage took down a flag from the 
wings of the stage and it wag hoisted 
on high by a group of actors, who bore 
it to the middle of the stage, where the 
flag was waved aloft. This direct ap- 
peal to the national sentiment evoked 
a stupendous demonstration, which 
seemed endless. 

At length the Queen rose t» leave, and 
the orchestra played the royal march, 
which caused the applause to recom- 
mence, all the ladies joining in it, ac- 
claiming the Queen and waving hand- 
kerchiefs, while the men rapturously 
cheered Her Majesty. As the ovation 
continued the Queen was compelled to 
return to the front of the royal box half 
her acknow!l- 
edgment of this applause. Her Majesty 
was unable to conceal her emotion. 

It was generally remarked that in 
spite of the occasion and the intensity 
of patriotic excitement, not a singlé cry 
was heard against the United States. 
The performance lasted until after 1 
o'clock, and it is the general opinion 
that such a scene was never before wit- 
nessed in Spain. The receipts are esti- 
mated have exceeded 1,000,000 pese- 
‘as. 

The afternoon ‘papers today devote 
much space to yesterday’s function at 
ihe Royal Opera. They all claim to 
see in it an exemplification of the 
patriotism which will sweep the coun- 
try and means “Hands off Cuba.”

money to pe placed at the disposal of 
the Governor. 

COLUMBUS (0.,) April 1.—The bill 
introduced by Senator Riley provides 
that the $1,000,000 proposed to be ap- 
propriated by the State is to be ex- 
pended to defray the expenses of the 
National Guard, Naval Militia and vol- 
unteers in the defense of the State, 
and the support of the Federal govern- 
ment, in the event of war with Spain, 
and $450,000 is to be used in the pur- 
chase of arms and equipment for the 
Nationa] Guard, under the direction of 
the Governor. A half-million is directed 
to be used in carrying troops at the 
requisition of the President to protect 
the Federal government. 

An extraordinary contingency fund 
of $50,000 is further provided to be 
placed under the control of the Gov- 
ernor. To carry out the act the sink- 
ing fund commission of the State is 
authorized to borrow the money. The 
same act also authorizes the Governor 
to increase the National Guard to 10,- 
000 men to be held in readiness for 
call by the President. 

An effort was made to pass the bill 
under susnension of the rules, but it 
was found that there were not enough 
Senators present to take this step, and 
it was referred to the Committee on 
Finance. When the friends of the 
measure found that it could not be 
passed today, Representative Parker 
of Cleveland introduced an identically 
similar bill in the House. As in the 
Senate, it was greeted with much ex- 
citement. The lack of a quorum, how- 
ever, also prevented immediate action, 
and it was referred to the House 
Finance Committee.

Day Dispatches Condensed. 


A dispatch from Jerome, A. T., says that 
Charles Schallawitz died there yesterday from 
injuries received in a mine. He was work- 
ing on the 500-foot level and started back to 
get a drink of water, leav‘ng his candle be- 
hind.

WASHINGTON EXCITED. 


CONJECTURES AS TO WHAT I8 THE 
NEXT MOVE. 

The Opinion Seems to Be That the 
President Will Bither Advise 
Congress to Recognise Cuban 


Belligerency or Independence, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Such in- 
tense excitement as is noticeable among 
the people of Washington’ today has 
not been witnessed since the civil war. 
The news that Spain has practically 
rejected the demands made by the 
President has awakened conjecture as 
to what will be the next step of the ad- 
ministration. Opinion generally seems 
to be that President McKinley will 
either advise Congress to recognize the 
belligerency of the Cubans or the ab- 
solute independence of the island. The 
next move must come from Spain. If 
there is a declaration of war, it now 
appears that the diplomacy of Presi- 
dent McKinley has forced the responsi- 
bility for such action upon Spain. 

The reply of Spain is said, in effect, 
to be: The independence of Cuba 
means the parting with or cession of 
Spanish territory, which cannot be 
done without the consent of the Span- 
ish Cortes, which is not in session, and 
will not be in session until April 25, 


and consequently no definite answer 
can be returned to the demand of the 


United States until the Cortes assem- 
bles. Then a _ counter-proposition is 
submitted that the Cuban matter shall 
be settled upon a basis equitable among 
nations. The United States is asked to 
give Spain time to treat with the in- 
surgents and ascertain what can be 
done in the nature of a peaceful settle- 
ment. 

Senators who know the nature of 
the reply say it is a very shrewd piece 
of diplomacy and made for effect upon 
the world at large. It is said the reply 
is unsatisfactory to the President, and 
that he does not believe it will be sat- 
isfactory to Congress. The administra- 
tion officials feel that after Monday 
Congress is lfkely to take matters 


‘into its own hands, and the fear is 


expressed that there will be a disagree- 
ment between the branches of the gov- 
ernment, which would be unfortunate 
at this critical period. 

No one at the capital has undertaken 
to speak for the President, although 
those who have seen him say that his 
hopes of a peaceful solution of the dif- 
ficulty have been disappointed by the 
reply of Spain. 

Judge Day, Assistant Secretary of 
State, notwithstanding the late hour 
at which he left the White House, was 
again there at 9 o’clock in conference 
with the President, presumably on 


Spain’s reply to our latest note, and | 


the situation which thereby developed. 


Assistant Secretary Day remained only 
a few minutes, and then went to the 


State Department. He announced on 
his departure, when asked about the 
note from Madrid, that the administra- 
tion would give out a statement to the 
press later in the day. 

Congressional callers began to arrive 
early. Senator Davis, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, had an extended conference, and 
Senator Pritchard of North Carolina, 
Representative Grosvenor of Ohio and 
ex-Representative Thomson of Ohio, 
one of the members of the cOmmission 
to codify the laws of the United States, 
were among the visitors. The Presi- 
dent went over the situation thoroughly 
with Senator Davis and showed him 
the dispatch from Madrid that arrived 
late last night. When the interview 
ended, Senator Davis jumped into his | 
carriage hurriedly and drove off, with 
the statement that he could not re- 
veal what had taken place. 

It can be reiterated authoritatively 
that the latest dispatch from Madrid 
was thoroughly unsatisfactory to the 
administration. Its dissatisfaction 
was openly announced during several 
of the conferences that took place dur- 
ing the morning hours. The note 
was received late last night, and after 
it had been read by the President and 
Judge Day, an effort was made to 
communicate with several other mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. In view of the 
grave significance of the dispatch it 
was considered very deliberately and 
the reply of this government deferred 
until the President could ,consult 
with the members of his official family 
of advisors. The reply to the Spanish 
response, accordingly, will not be 
cabled until after the Cabinet meeting.

If he does not care to do this, Wood- 
ford will be left at the post until the 
work of Congress makes the Situation 
too hot for him to remain longer. The 
burden of bringing on the war will be 
left to Congress, unless Spain takes up 
the negotiations between now and the 
message of the President on Monday. 

LESS CONFIDENCE IN PEACE.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The general opinion ex- 
pressed here is that Congress will im- 
mediately recognize the independence 
of Cuba. 

That the President has less confi- 
dence in an ultimate peaceful outcome 
was apparent from the views which 
he expressed to several of his closest 
friends. While he expressly refrained 
from stating that he had given up all 
hopes, one of his closest political 
friends intimated immediately after be- 
ing closeted with the President, that a 
settlement on a peace basis seemed 
exceedingly unlikely.

VAGUE AND UNSATISFACTORY. 


Spain’s Reply Remarkable for What 
It Does not Say.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Speaking 
of Spain’s reply, the Post says: 

“re is not what the President, 
hoping for the best, had expected. It 
is, at most, a vague and unsatisfactory 
note from Minister Woodford, devot- 
ing more space to his impressions of 
what the Spanish government will 
and will not do than a formal expres- 
sion from the Spanish M-nistry of its 
own position.

DEVELOPMENT AT MADRID. 


Rest Informed Think That Peace te 
Assured. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT 

MADRID, April 1.—The best informed 
here believe that peace i# assured un- 
leas President McKinley's hands are 
forced by making him depart from the 
calm attitude he has assumed through- 
out the crisis. It is further semi-offl- 
cially asserted that the Bpanish gov- 
ernment, believing it inter- 
prets “the sentiment of justice and 
lofty aims” of the President, aseerts 
that Spain will not “hesitate to do 
everything necessary to preserve peace 
without other limits than national dig- 
nity and territorial integrity.” 

The views from. an authoritative 
source already bulletined to the As- 
sociated Press from Madrid are the 
substance of an official note on the 
supject published here today. 
Spanish government takes a bright 
view of the relations with the United 
States and believes peace is secured. 
The important newspapers comment on 
the note in this strain. But inquiries 
made iast evening of United States 
Minister Woodford failed to secure any- 
thing confirming the optimistic impres- 
sions prevailing here. He has so ear- 
nestly been the friend of peace 
throughout, that his silence aauses 
much anxiety in diplomatic circles, 

Gen. Woodford was busy at the 
United States Legation until! late last 
The substance of yesterday's 
proposals of the Spanish government, 
the Associated Press correspondent 
learns, is: 

First, that the insurgents should ask 
fo: an armistice, and not the United 
States. 

Second, that the request for an 
armistice should be dealt with by the 
autonomist Cabinet of Cuba, and with- 
out the intervention or good offices of 
the United States. 

It is curious to note how little inter- 
est the general public took in yester- 
day’s important conference. Only a few 
reporters witnessed the arrival and de- 
parture of the conferees. 

Gen. Woodford was the first to 
emerge, and, smoking a cigar, he 
walked quietly to his residence. The 
ministers soon followed and drove 
separately to their homes. 

When informed of the proposed gov- 
ernment measures for the relief of the 
reconcentrados, the Queen Regent an- 
nounced that she would appoint a 
Ladies’ Committee, over which she will 
personally preside, to take charge of 
and educate the orphans of the war, 
both Cubans aad Spaniards. 

At midnight a workman at Bilboa 
arrived at the box office of the Royal 
Operahouse, where the performance to 
raise funds for the Spanish navy took 
place, and presented 500 pesetas as a 
subscription to the natjonal fund. He 
refused to give his nanie, simply reply- 
ing that he had fought in two Carlist 
wars and the first campaign in Cuba. 
It is proposed to bestow the title of 
Grandee upon this workman. <Accord- 
ing to the scheme of the national sub- 
scription every well-to-do is expected 
to contribute 1000 pesetas and upward, 
and it is calculated that a million 
Spaniard will subscribe the amount 
named. 

REAR-ADMIRAL WALKER.

It is not to be supposed 
that nations thus leagued fer the 
world’s peace would look with indiffer- 
ence upon the rise of a great military 
power on this side of the ocean whict, 
for the sake of jingoiem, or through 
entrance to a quarrel between a Eu- 
ropean kingdom and one of ite de- 
pendencies, or for a grievance that 
might have been honorably settled by 
diplomacy, should attack a member of 
the Old World community, and break 
the peace of the Mediterranean with 
the thunder of its broadsides. The rule 
of tranquility which Europe imposes 
upon itself it is not likely to suspend 
for the benefit of a foreign republic, 
which it distrusts and hates, and the 
growth of which it is eager to check. 

We do not argue that even the opin- 
ion of Europe should keep America 
from asserting its unquestioned righta 
in any quarrel it may have with Spain. 
Honor must be upheld at any material 
cost. But where war can be avoided 
by recourse to diplomacy, as seems 
practicable now, that discretion which 
is the better part of valor, commands 
it with a warning hand and an impera- 
tive voice.

THE SINEWS OF WAR. 

War is an expensive enterprise, and 
the nation which embarks in it must 
be prepared to disburse large amounts 
of money to maintain it. In this re- 
spect, as in all other respects, the 
United States is vastly the superior of 
Spain. The war which now seems tn- 
avoidable, can have but one result, and 
that result will be the defeat of Spain. 
Even if the advantages were agafnst 
us instead of in our favor, we shou!d 
win. Our banner has never viclded in 
any of the contests upon which we 
have entered. And there is abroad ja 
this free land a spirit of patriotism 
and of loyal self-sacrifice which render 
our arms invincible. When war ‘s 
waged by the United States, it will be 
a war waged by the people, not by a 
sovereign against the will of the peo- 
ple. Herein lies our strength, which 
gives us the assurance of victory, 
whether our fce be weak or strong. 

The impending conflict with Spain, 
though it may be of brief duration. 
will be expensive, as war must be in 
any event. But there will be no lack 
of funds to carry on the war, and un- 
less it should be unexpectedly pro- 
longed, it will hardly be necessary to 
issue bonds, to suspend specie pay- 
ments, or to resort to an _ issue of 
paper currency. There are good rea- 


ons for believing that patriotic citizens | 


will, in case of emergency, advance to 
the government all the money it may 
need, without interest, taking as secur- 
ity the government's simple promise 
to pay at its convenience. A move- 
ment of this kind has already beon 
suggested, and it will undoubtedly take 
tangible form so soon as the exigenciés 
of the case require it. It hardly heed 
be said that the movement would be 


_ popular, and would beyond a doubt 


furnish all the money needed for war 
purposes, without cost to the govern- 
ment for interest. | 

But it is doubtful if it would be nec- 
essary to resort to such an expedient. 
Congress has already appropriated 
$50,000,000 for purposes of national 4de- 


defense, and can treble the amount. if. 


necessary, without borrowing a dollar. 
Besides, the several! 
Union have yet to be heard from. 
Some of them have, indeed, been heard 
from already. The New York Legisla- 
ture has authorized an appropriation 
of $1,000,000, conditional upon 
declaration of war, to put the militia 
of that State upon a war basis. <A

We do not love war, but if Cuban in- 
dependence means war for the United 
States, then let it come. There is not 
a loyal American who is able to fight 
but will stand ready at his country's 
eall to shoulder his musket and step 
bravely out to fight his country’s foes 
and the enemies of freedom. We are 
ready to respond to the call of human- 
ity, and to help a prostrate people to 
attain a national life and independence. 
We have made haste to this end 
slowly, but none the less determin- 
edly, and today the whele land is 
thrilling with an impulse to succor 
Cuba, and to demand that bleodshed 
in that fair isle shall cease.

There is a well-organized insurrec- 
tion at Santa Monica against the rule 
of the Jones faction, which has been 
in control of the municipality for sev- 
eral years. The opposition is led by the 
Vawters, and in the coming city elec- 
tion @ vigorous fight is expected over 
the election of City Trustees. The 
Counctl consists of five members. Three 
of those now in office, R. C. Gillis, Moses 
Hostetter and J.J. Carrillo, were elected 
by the Jones faction, and will hold 
over for two years more. Carrillo at- 
tained notoriety years ago while County 
Auditor. 

Owning a majority of the City Coun- 
cil, United States Senator Jones already 
has a pretty good grip upon. his little 
pocket borough, but he proposes to 
strengthen his hold still further. To 
this end Robert F. Jones has been put 
forward as a candidate for one of the 
two vacancies in the Council. Opposed to 
him is E. J. Vawter, Sr., the represen- 
tative of the other faction. N. A. Roth 
is a candidate for the other vacancy 
in the Council. He is sdid to be a 
neutral in the Jones-Vawter controv- 
ersy. 

The Jones faction exerts @& power- 
ful influence in Senta Monicasthrough 
the corporations which it owns or con. 
trols. Among these are the Bank of 
Santa Monica, the North Beach Bath- 
house Company, the Santa Monica 
Lend and Water Company, which is 
the chief source of the town’s water 
supply, and the Pacific Land Company. 
The Santa Monica Outlook—feeble but 
viclous—is, of course, the subservient 
organ of the Jones interests. In addi. 
tion, through the medium of the City 
Council, the Jones faction is able to 
dictate to the Electric Lighting and 
Power Company. 

The Vawters control the Commerciai 
National Bank and the City Water 
Company. 

At present the Jones influence is su- 
preme in Santa Monica. Dexter, the ex- 
City Marshal, received his appoint- 
ment as postmaster through Senator 
Jones’s at Washington, *:ith 
the eencurrence of Senator Perkins. 

The present struggle between the 
two factions has something more than 
local interest because of its possible 
influence upon county politics.

EX-SENATOR ENOS MAKES A 


Wills His Remains and His Property 
te His Friend, Rachael 
J. Snyder, 


LIES IN STATE AT HER HOUSE. 


WIDOW AND DAUGHTER VAINLY 
TRYING FOR THEIR RIGHTS. 


Theodore Figel to Be Tried for Em- 
besslement—Fierce Fire in 
Napa Valley—Clift Regan 
Suspected. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SONOMA, April 1—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) This town has been in a® fever 
of excitement ever since «Wednesday 
morning, when ex-Senator Enos 
dropped dead at the home of Mrs. 
Rachel J. Snyder, where he had been 
living ever since he left his wife nine 
years ago. 

Mrs. Enos, who has resided in San 
Francisco ever since the estrangement, 
telegraphed to have the remains 
shipped to her. Mrs. Snyder refused 
to give them up. Mrs. Enos’s lawyer 
then swore out. papers and placed them 
in the hands of Sheriff Allen. 

The officer arrived in town at 1 
o’clock this morning and served the 
papers on Mrs. Snyder and her attor- 
ney. These papers were for the purpose 
of stopping the funeral service at Mrs 
Snyder's home, which had been an- 
nounced to take place this morning at 
11 o'clock. Notwithstanding the efforts 
of widow and daughter, the services 
were held, but none of the relatives 
of deceased were present. 

A great sensation was sprung when 
the will was produced and read over 
the remains, according to a request on 
the outside of the sealed envelope. The 
will requested that the body be kept 
four days before being interred, and 
that it be turned over to Mrs. Snyder. 

Five thousand dollars was bequeathed 
to his daughter, Mrs. Gertie Willis, and 
his gold watch end chain to his 
nephew, John Summerfield Enos. The 
balance of the estate was left to his 
friend, Mrs. Snyder. As the four days 
had not expired, the funeral was 
brought to ad abrupt end. 

When and under whose @uspices the 
interment is finally to take place can 
only be conjectured. Mrs. Snyder still 
has the. remains laid out in state in her 
parlors, while the widow and daughter 
oe making strenuous efforts through 
the courts to get possession of the hus- 
band and father.

New York’s Defenses.

COW-THIEF CASES. 
Gatterer and Aloit Being Examined 
for Grand Larceny. 

The preliminary .examination of B. 
Gatterer and Frank Alol, on the charge 
of grand larceny, was commenced in 
Justice Owen's court yesterday morn- 
ing. Almost the entire day was taken 
up in hearing testimony for the prose- 
cution, and when court adjourned at 
5 o’clock there still remained several 
witnesses to be heard. 

Gatterer and Aloi are the butchers 
who are accused of having employed 
Jack Brockwell and Joe Cassullo to 
steal a cow and deliver the flesh 
to them, after having butchered the 
animal. Brockwell and Cassullo con- 
fess that they stole and butchered the 
cow. Gatterer and Aloi admit that 
the meat was delivered to them, but 
they contend that they bought it of 
Brockwell and Cassullo without having 
ae parties to the larceny of the ani- 


Alderson, the owner of the cow, 
testified briefly as to the disappearance 
of the animal, and identified the hide 
which was offered in evidence. 

Edward Friend gave some testimony 

that tended to connect Gatterer with 
the theft of the cow. 
_ The remaineder of the day was de- 
voted to the testimony of Broclivwell 
and Cassuollo, who rehearsed in detail 
the kidnaping of the cow, the slaughter 
and disposal of the carcass. Both were 
positive in ‘the statement that Gatterer 
bargained with Cassullo for the lar- 
ceny of the cow, and agreed to pay %6 
to him and Brockwell for the delivery 
of the meat. Gatterer provided a horse 
and wagon to haul the carcass and tools 
for the slaughter. Gatterer told them 
where to find ‘the cow, and the meat 
was delivered to his shop, half of it 
afterward going to Aloi’s shop, who 
paid Cassullo $3 as his share of the 
contract price. 

Brockwell and Cassullo have already 
had their preliminary examination for 
stealing the cow, but Justice Owens is 
holding his decision in abeyance until 
the evidence in the case against Gat- 
terer and Aloi for their share in the 
transaction is all in. The taking of 
evidence will be resumed next Wednes- 
day at 9:30 o’clock.

PISTOL DUEL WITH DOUBTLESS 
FATAL RESULTS. 


Editor Brann and Capt. Davis Riddle 


One Another With Ballets Over 
an Old Feud. 


STRAY SHOTS STRIKE OTHERS. 


OCCURRED ON A BUSY STREET 
-" WHILE BANDS PLAYED. 


Brann Published Articles Concern- 
ing Baylor University Which Of- 
fended Davis Whose Daugh- 
ters Were Students There. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

DALLAS (Tex.,) April 2.—A special 
to the News from Waco, Tex., says that 
in the midst of busy preparations for 
city election meetings, while bands 
were playing and scattered hand bills 
from decorated vans were calling the 
people together, W. C, Brann, editor cf 
the Iconociast, and Capt. M. T. Davis 
met and fought a revolver duel to the 
death. 

The combatants met just at 6 o’clock 
this afternoon on South Fourth street, 
in front of the Cotton Belt ticket office, 
ahd after exchanging a few words, both 
began emptying their revolvers into 
each other's bodies. 

When the battle was over Brann was 
found to be perforated in the left lung, 
the left leg and the right foot, Davis 
was shot through the right lung and 
through both of his arms. The surgeons 
say that both men are likely to die. 
The difficulty between the two men 
grew out of the Brann-Baylor feud of 
last year. 

Capt. Davis's daughters are pupils of 
Baylor University, and the references 
made inthe Ironoclast to Baylor, 
which were generally construed to mean 


- reflection on the moral character of the 


pupils and faculty, brought forth from 
Capt. Davis a denunciation of Brann 
delivered in language most forcible 
and direct. 

The feeling between the two has been 
intensly bitter ever since. Violent de- 
nunciations have frequently been inter- 
changed, almost culminating in a trag- 
edy on several former occasions. The 

ublications of Brann against Baylor 

niversity wounded Davis deeply and 
he took every occasion to make his 
feeling known. 

This afternoon Brann and his busi- 
ness manager, W. H. Ward, were pass- 
ing Davis's office, the captain stand- 
ing at the door. Insulting remarks 
were exchanged, and the pair lost no 
time in getting out their weapons. 
About ten seconds were occupied in 
the shooting, at the end of which Brann 
and Davis lay bleeding, and Ward was 


ghot through the right hand, the bones 


being shattered. A _ wild bullet hit 
Motorman Kennedy on the knee. Ken- 
nedy was passing on his car. Another 
wild bullet hit Eugene Kepler in the 
foot. The wild-bullet wounds are not 
erjous. 
; Brann was taken to his home. He 
is too weak to talk, and is probably 
ast surgery, although the doctors say 
here is some slight chance for his re- 
covery. 


Capt. Davis was taken to the Pacific 


mortally 
wounded, his right lung being cruelly 
lacerated Both men are bleeding in- 
ternally, and are faint. At alate hour 
both men were alive, but appeared to 
be sinking.

HE KNOWS BILLANTHONY 


THE MAINE’S HERO WHEN HE WAS 
IN THE SEVENTH CAVALRY. 


Noted for His Prowess as an Indian 
Fighter and His Love of the 
Flowing’ Bowl—His Career After 
the Sea Got into Him. 


[Charles Trevathan in the New York 
Journal:}] I know Bill Anthony?” 
gaid the old corporal, with @ grunt. 
“Do I know Bill Anthony—this here 
they’re callin’ the hero of the Maine: 
Say, friend, I knowed Bill Anthony 
before he ever knew what a pair of 
sea legs was. I Knowed Bill when he 
was a soldier, which same is better'n 

-g sailor, any day. I've slept: blanket 
and blanket with Bill when the Da- 
kota zephyr was freezin’ the tails off 
the horses: and I’ve rode stirrup to 
stirrup with Bill when the alkali was 
burnin’ the whites out of your eyes and 
the sun was cookin’ your face the color 
of a burnt bean. 

“Rill Anthony, eh?. He wan't no 
hero then. He was just a devil of a 
cave'ryman, ridin’ a hoss like a In- 
dian, fightin’ like two or three ordi- 
nary men and raisin’ rumpuses all over 
Montana. Ever been to Fort Assina- 
boine? Then you don’t know how 
close you can get to hell on this earth. 
Bill was tough as whang leather inthem 
days. Don't know where he learned to 
ride, but he could back a hoss and 
stay with him longer and closer than 
@ny boot-and-spur man I ever saw. 

“Bill used to be a moonshine chaser. 
Bie got into the army way back yon- 
Ger in ’71. Times was rough down in 
Carolina them days, because every- 
body was makin’ whisky and sellin’ 
4t like there wan't no government at 
ail. Bill went down there with K 
company of the old Eighteenth Infan- 
try and rode all over the mountains. 
with every log shelterin’ a man with 
a rifle and a general uneasiness creepin’ 
around. Bill went through that cam- 
paign against the liquor makers and 
mever got a scratch. Then when he 
was transferred to Montana I run 
@gainst him and we hooped up as 
pals, both for one another against th: 
whole world. 

“We was together in the Seventeenth 
Infantry in Dakota and had some hard 
yiding and worse walkin’, and then 
we moved over to tht old Seventh, the 
thing that Bil! loved better'n his God. 
Bovery day with the Seventh was a hot 
@ay. There wasn't no layim’ around 
camp in the Seventh. We was full of 
work—the toughest kind .of work. 
jhe Sioux folks, which was a 
heap more numerous and willin’ then 
‘than they are now, was generally goin’ 
ground and disturbin’ the country, and 
the Seventh always went after ‘em. 
Bill had a knack at Indian. It took 
tim about three months and two raids 
to know every darn word in the Sioux 
talk and half the war signs in the code, 
and what Bill didn’t know about: a 
Bioux, livin’ or dead, fightin’ or playin’ 
peace, wasn't worth while. 


» “The Seventh missed him when He 


went. His time run out for about the 


-got in among a lot of water dogs that 
don’t know a hoss from an A tent. But 
he went around the world that way, 
got:aboard the Brooklyn, the old 
wooden ship, I mean, and while he 
didn’t see no fightin’ on her, he was 
at Alexandria when the British was 
throwin’ shell into that misguided 
town. When the ship got back they 
cut Bill loose, but the flag and the 
flannel was callin’ him, and he went 
right down to the recruitin’ station at 
David's Island and enlisted again. He 
got a set of sergeant’s stripes and was 
a drill master. While Bill was doin’ 
this round-the-world run the Seventh 
had come in out of the Sioux country 
and was doin’ purty duty at West 
Point. Lieut. Harding saw Bill one 
day and nailed him. Lieutenant 
wanted a drum major for the band. 
Bill looked more like a born drum ma- 
jor than any man in the army, and 
was prouder of that job than anything 
the army had ever done for him, and 
he made a good man, too. I remember 
the day he got to the post. He was 
bilin’ drunk and reelin’ like a sick hoss, 
but he marched-up to the lieutenani’s 
quarters, straightened up, and said: 
‘Sir, 1 report for duty.’ The lieuten- 
ant knew Bill, and he just told him to 
go to his quarters and go to sleep. 
Any other man on earth would have 
got the guard house, but Bill had a 
way of lookin’ serious, whether he 
meant it or not, and he never, got 
drunk without bein’ good drunk, and 
the officers had some sort of respect 
for him for that reason. 

“One day he went down to the vil- 
lage from the Point and tanked up to 
his chin. He couldn’t get whisky at 
the post, so he equipped with three 
quart bottles under each arm and 
started back. Just as he reached the 
area of the cadet barracks he met the 
drum corps preparing to sound off the 
reveille. The cadet captains reported 
companies present. 

“Bill had stood lookin’ on all this 
time, and it struck him that duty was 
staring him in the face. He stepped 
forward, laid the bottles down like he 
was handlin’ a bunch of babies, and, 
salutin’ proper, says: ‘Sir, field music 
present or accounted for.’ The officer 
screwed up his face to keep from 
laughin’ before us all, an’ then he sa- 
luted proper and says: ‘Very well, sir.

and the next I knowed of Bill he’s down 
there in Havana on the Maine sayin’ 
smart things to the captain while the 
ship’s goin’ down, just like he used 
to say ’em out West when the bullets 
was singin’ the Sioux song. 
“Bill won't ever get drowned. He’s 
too lucky. Bill will die in bis ham- 
mock or. his blanket of old age, or 
drunkenness maybe, because he’]l never 
leave the uniform of the land or water 
as long as he lives. He always wanted 
to be a fighter, and he always will be 
one. He had that in his nut when he 
was just @ chunk of a kid. Before he 
was 14 he run away from his home in 
New York and slipped down to the 
Old Park Barracks, close to where the 
postoffice is now. The first man in 
uniform he saw was a big colonel, with 
black whiskers. settin’ at a desk. Bill 
walked in and said: ‘I want to git into 
the army.’ ‘How old are you,’ the 
colonel said. ‘I guess I’m just about 
21,’ said the kid. The colonel grabbed 
for him and missed him. Bill skipped 
out of reach and then stood off and 
begged the colonel to take him in. But 
he had to wait a few years before the 
21 story would go. 
“Bill’s been everything in the United 
States army except a ‘commish,’ and 
he’d a-been that with half a chance 
and no whisky. Whisky? Did you 
ever see a Indian drink whisky? That’s 
Bill. He can git away with more real 
corn juice than any man in the ranks, 
and that’s sayin’ a good deal. But he 
always got drunk good and hard, and

NEW ROCHELLE (N., Y.,) April L— 
{Exclusive Dispateh.] The removal of 
Francis Wilson's fort, donated by the 
operatic comedian as a surrounding to 
the soldiers’ monument, has aroused 
the ire of Wilson. In a letter to be 
published here tomorrow Wilson says: 

“IT should have reflected that any poor 
effort I might make in the town’s be- 
half would receive scant treatment 
from the people who apathetically per- 
mitted the déstruction of.many of its 
elm trees, but if the town will forgive 
me this time, I promise not to con- 
tribute to it soon again anything what- 
ever, either of actual or alleged artistic 
nature, Gifted by nature as few places 
are, New Rochelle has been greatly 
handicapped by its residents. It is 
probably the ugliest village between 
New York and Boston, and yet one that 
could be made most beautiful. 

“It is the Mrs. Malaprop of Villages, 
and probably contains more busy bodies 
more old women of both sexes than any 
other town in America. There are few

Pancakes and Criticism. 


[New York Journal:] What do you 
suppose young Josef Hofmann was do- 
ing when I entered into his apart- 
ments at the Vendome for a chat? 
Simply sitting at a table eating griddle 
eakes in large doses. They were big, 
biankety, heavy affairs, and Mr. Hotf- 
mann cut into them with fierce deter- 
mination, and a certain amount of en- 
thusiasm. He swamped them in sticky 
syrup, as though he meant them for 
internal porous plasters, and then said 
good-by to them. 

It was fearfully, odiously common- 
place, and for a moment.or two I was 
nonplussed. I could think of nothing 
to say. Josef Hofmann simply saia, 
“Excuse me,” and shoveled away. 
Firnelly Mr. Hofmann, with a_ loud 
“Ah!” of satisfaction, ended his grid- 
dle cakes, lighted a cigarette and 
showed me the muscles of his hands 
rather proudly... Wonderful muscles 
they are, too. When Josef shuts his 
hands the muscles bulge forth as 
though they contemplated bursting. 
Steel couldn't feel any harder. 

Josef Hofmann speaks English fairly 
well, but he has a.curious habit of 
using the feminine for the masculine 
personal pronouns invariably. I asked 
him if he remembered his early ap- 
pearances in New York when he was a 
“boy phenomenon,” who was kissed 
and fondled by the women. I don’t 
believe that he cared for the remin- 
iscence. He blushed slightly. 

“Of course I remember,” he said. “I

Everybody has 
told me that Paderewski is great. What 
I heard I liked, but I am not in 4 
position to judge. I believe that some 
of her success was due to her person- 
ality. Ladies are very particular about 
the personality of a pianist. It means 
much. 

“I don’t pay very much attention to 
my personality,’ he continued. 
see, I have ghort hair. I prefer it. [f 
do not believe that Paderewski’s suc- 
cess has anything to do with his hair. 
She would be just as great an artist 
without that hair arrangement. In 
America it is pleasant to play the 
piano to women. They are very impres- 
sionable, and we all know what. they 
like. But I would sooner play to a 
mixed audience of men and women 
than to women alone. It is far more 
satisfactory. But I do not say that 1] 
wouldn’t have Paderewski’s vogue if i 
could. Of course I would. I should be 
a fool if I said anything else.”’ 

Little Josef showed a disposition to 
soar above griddle cakes. He was in- 
terested in his topic at last, and he 
talked quickly and_ entertainingly. 
“After I left America I. took lessons 
from Rubinstein,’ he said. ‘‘Ah, she 
was a great master. It was a wonder- 
ful education, Rubinstein never played 
anything for me—nothing would induce 
her to do it. She used to sit at a ta- 
ble and listen while I played:a piece 
once. Then she came to the piano and 
stood by me while I played it again, 
and gave me directions and instruc- 
tions. She used to say, ‘I would prefer 
that you should not imitate me. I want 
you to be original.’ That was her ob- 
ject. Ha! ha! Just as though a boy 
of 18 could imitate a master of 60. But 
that was Rubinstein’s idea, and it was 
a good one.” 

Josef Hofmann believes the piano 
is the finest instrument in the world, 
in spite of the fact that it is much ma- 
ligned, hackneyed and pboarding- 
housed. In his estimation the orches- 
tra comes first; then the piano, then 
the violin, and then the singers. 

“Are you nervous when you make a 
public appearance?” I asked. 

‘“‘Nervous? Oh, no,” was the prompt 
reply. ‘‘You see, I don’t worry myself 
about whether I am going to be a 
great success or not. I think only of 
interpreting my musical masters, and 
I don’t mind the audience in the least. 
Of course I am not as calm as I was 
when eating griddle cakes. A musi- 
cian feels just enough uneasiness when 
he sits down in public to give him in- 
spiration. But I am not frightened. I 
would just as soon play in public as 
play in my room. The trouble about 
concert tours is the perpetual traveling 
about. That isa nuisance. But I don’t 
tire myself out. When I am giving con- 
certs I never practice more than two 
hours a day. Paderewski plays for ten 
hours a day, and the consequence is 
that his hands get sore and his muscles 
ache. Mine don’t. I don’t allow them 
to do so. Then I take plenty of exer- 
cise. I ride a bicycle. I play tennis 


‘and I am very healthy. A pianist must 
be healthy, for she has strong muscu- 


lar work to do.” 


| WHIPPLE ABANDONED. 


VOLUNTEER SOLDIERY. 


Established Coincident With Terri- 
torial Civil Government—Beauti- 
fully Situated, but Old and Rot- 
ting Buildings Would Cost Forty 
Thousand Dollars to Keep UD. 


MAY BE USED AS RENDEZVOUS FOR 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) March 31.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The leading news item of the 
week within Arizona is the order from Wash- 
ington for the abandonment of Whipple Bar- 
racks. There is a very considerable spice of 
indignation, mingled with surprise, as well, 
for Whipple is the only garrison station in all 
of northern and central Arizona, which now 
must look for succor, of any be needed, to 
Fort Wingate, New Mexico. 

The truth probably is as stated to The 
Times by an army officer today: ‘‘Whipple has 
been slated for abandonment on the War De- 
partment maps for years, and only the con- 
tinued pull of the people of Prescott has 
kept the post this length of time. The build- 
ings are old and rotten, and to have kept the 
post would have necessitated an expenditure 
of at least $40,000. The concentration of the 
regulars into a few centrally-located forts is 
the policy of the department, and, few as the 
frontier posts have become, I expect to sce 
nearly all of them abandoned as soon as re- 
pairs become necessary within them.”’ 

There could not have been found a more 
pleasantly-situated fort than Whipple. It is 
in a beautiful little valley, in a salubrious 
climate, close to a thriving city, the reserva- 
tion cut ar a railroad that furnished access 
most readily to any part of the Southwest. It 
has been cheaply maintained, the provisions 
and the forage mainly coming from the Salt 
River Valley, 100 miles to the south. It had 
historic memories, too, for its establishment 
was coincident with the establishment cf civil 
government in the Territory. The troups 


who escorted Gov. Goodwin to his station 


themselves founded the Territorial capital. 
It has been for all these years a cons‘derable 
source of income to Prescott, as well as ua 
valued factor in the city’s social life. 

It is possible, however, and even probable, 
that Whipple is not quite at the end of its 
usefulness. It is now proposed that the post 
be used as a rendezvous for the volunteer 
soldiery of the Southwest in the event of war. 
The stores on hand could be made available 
at once, and the barrack-room is ample for 
housing more than a regiment with stables 
and at ground and target ranges all pro- 
vided. This is the idea of Col. A. O. Brodie, 
prospective commander of the prospective 
First Regiment of Arizona Cavalry. Gov. Mc- 
Cord warmly approves of the project, and 
will demand that the Territory be thus repre- 
sented in the forcés that are to be sent to 
the front. He and Col. Brodie had a long 
consultation in Phoenix yesterday, at which 
many of the preliminary details were decided, 
Companies of the regiment are being formed 
in every considerable town, and the expecta- 
tion is that twelve troops, aggregaiing 10)¢ 
men, can be sent forward within two weeks 
from the outbreak of hostilities. ‘‘There will 
be no trouble in getting the regiment well 
drilled,’’ said Col. Brodie. ‘‘The only bo'her 
will be to get our proper share in the awfu 
rush for equipment. Were it not for that, 
we could be dropped in Galveston within a 
week. A very favorable feature, and ont that 
1 am sure the War Department will apnre- 
ciate, is the fact that nearly every man in 
the command will be skilled in horsemanship 
and in the management of arms, forming idea] 
material for scouting and skirmish detach- 
ments. Another point of value is that fully 
half the regiment will have a fair knowledge 
of the Spanish tongue, though, as far as | 
ean learn,

self a graduate of West Point, and served as 
adjutant with the First Cavalry through sev- 
eral of the most notable Indian campaigns.

The Nellie G. Thurston Reported

SKAGUAY, March 27.—[Wired from 
Seattle, Wash., April 1. Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Dr. J. W. Slayden of Ta- 
coma, Capt. W. C. White, a Colorado 
mining man, and E. Emmons o? 
Tacoma arrived here yesterday from 
Dawson City. They report a disas- 
trous stampede from Dawson to Swede 
Creek, near Miller, on Cixty-Mile 
River, which started on the night ot 
February 16. 

Of those who started for the creek, 
five were frozen to death on the way. 
When Dr. Slayden and his companions 
left Dawson, 380 claims had been lo- 
cated on Swede Creek, although noth- 
ing definite had been learned of the 
discovery. 

The returned Klondikers confirm the 
reports of rich strikes made this win- 
ter on Bench claims located on the hill 
between Big and Little Sckookum 
creeks. The discovery was made by 
a boy named Hopkins from Victoria. 
A man named Peters took $12,000 out 
of his claim and sold it recently for 
$50,000. All claims on the ground are 
staked. It is fourteen miles from 


‘Dawson, paralleling El Dorado Creek. 


White is interested on Quartz Creek, 
and Dr. Slayden on Adams Creek and 
Henderson River. All three say the 
values of claims.around Dawson. have 
materially increased: since early this 
winter, owing to new discoveries, and 
a good showing on old locations. 

Hearing of the rush to Lewis River 
in the Big Salmon district, Dr. Slay- 
den, Capt. White and Mr. Emmons 
stopped there when coming out. They 
inspected Phil Walsh and Lake creeks, 
but saw nothing which would justify 
the presence of the 1500 or more pecple 
located there. 

On Lake Creek, the Northwest 
mounted police seemed to be engineer- 
ing a boom. It is the intention of 
Dr. Slayden and his companions to

PEDAGOGICS. 


TEACHERS HOLD GENERAL AND 
ROUND-TABLE MEETINGS. 


Mixed Programme in the Morning 


at Hazard’s Pavilion—Depart- 
ment Work in Afternoon—Presi- 
dent David Starr Jordan Lec- 
Tures in the Evening. 


The capacity of the First Congrega- 
tional Church having proven inade- 
quate for accommodating the large 
numbers attending the general sessions 
of the Southern California Teacher’s 
Association, Hazard’s Pavilion was 
secured for the meeting yestemlay 
morning, and it was completely filled 
upon the ground floor, with a. goodly 
number in the gallery. The programme 
contained a musical selection by the 
ladies’ chorus; ‘Training as a Factor 
in Education,” by A. E. Winship of 
Boston; “The Reformer of Primary 
Education in Germany and What. We 
Learn from Him,” by Julius Goebel of 


_ Stanford University; adress by J. M. 


Greenwood of Kansas City; “The Neg- 
lected Half of American History,”” by 
Bernard Moses, of the University of 
California; “Ethology and Child Study” 
by Thomas P. Bailey, Jr., of the Uni- 
versity of California.’ 

Following the ladies’ chorus, Prof. 
Winship took the platform for a dis- 
course upon the subject mentioned; 
above, advocating the necesisty for 
special training of girls as well as boys 
for leadership. Great movements sweep 
the country, affecting its social, polit- 
ical and educational interests, he ar- 
gued, and youth must be trained to 
meet them; not to be swept off their 
feet by the force of events, but to be 


_ able to direct and shape events for 


the common good. 

_ Prof. Foshay suggested as a special 
feature of future yearly meetings, an 
evening devoted to music, the details 
‘to be arranged and the parts prepared 
in advance by the members from the 
different counties. This proposition met 
with evident approval. 

In making a survey of the reforms in 
the methods of primary education in 
Germany, Prof. Goebel referred to the 
old theory that the most powerful in- 
strument with which the schoolmaster 
imparted knowledge was the rod; any 
one could teach who had the ability to 
read, to write. and to perform @ certain 
number of problems in arithmetic. 
Pestalozzi, the German preceptor, 
troduced a system which changed all 
this and made the teacher the educator 
instead of the drillmaster. Statesmen, 
teachers and clergymen all ‘took hold 
of the new idea to endeavor to intro- 
duce it into the schools of Germany. 

Chief among these was Diesterweg, 
who taught. in conformity with the 
principles of Pestalozzi and with the 


laws of nature. Child nature is some- 


thing sacred; we should not seek to 
cram the memory ‘as people stuff food 
down the throat of a goose to fatten 
it. Too many teachers of psychology 
seem to regard the mind of the child 
as a mechanism, whereas, the true ob- 
ject of teaching is to draw out, to de- 
velop the inner consciousness, to give 
it outward expression. Let the pupil 
do the talking instead of the teacher. 
Teaching is the art of arousing self- 
activity; self-feeling and self-control. 
By following these ideals we shall ed- 
ucate a nation with which no other on 
the face of the earth can compare. 

J. M. Greenwood not being present, 
the next dress was by Prof. Moses 
on the neglected half of American his- 
tory, by which is meant the history of 
America outside or from that 
of our own country.. ters 

He. said, in substance: “This has 
been neglected by our schools. The 
fact that this country was the first 
government on the continsnt seemed 
to justify our fathers in calling it the 
United States of America. England 
held what she holds now to the north, 
and the rest of the continent was gov- 
erned by the colonies of Spain and 
Portugal. The governments that sub- 
sequently arose, made use of the Fed- 
erald form of government, but they 
were naturally less ambitious than we 


had been, and called themselves the 


United States of Mexico, United States 
of Columbia and United States of 
Brazil, but our name ignores the rest 
of the continent; hence, the pupil in 
school in this country is led by the 
very name of his subject to think that 
he is studying American history. 
“But American history in its proper 
sense deals with all attempts to found 
and, develop civilized society on th 
continent; whether these attempts 
were made by the English, French, 
Portuguese or the Spanish: to teach 
otherwise tends to narrowness and 
provincialism. It is time we should 
stop telling lies about our own history 
for the sake of patriotic results. If 
we tell the truth in a clear and healthy 


form, patriotism will take care of it- 


self. You may float the flag over every 
schoolhouse in the land, and send elo- 
quent, patriotic lecturers to every 
teachers’ convention between the two 
oceans, but if at the same time trus- 
tees, examples of what men should be; 
traffic‘in positions of trust on your 
school boards, your hopes of the youth 
are vain. Your emotional converts to 
_ patriotism will become backsliders. and 
determine to have some part in the } 
legitimate spoils of their elders.” 

Prof. Fred E. Brooks of New York 
was introduced, and recited a humorous 
poem of his own, entitled “The For- 
eigners at the Fair. ” As a prelude to 
his’ reading, he related a couple of gooa 
stories and advised his hearers to en- 
joy themselves while they could, as it 
was not known how soon Spain would 
take possession of us and =hen we 
would all be obliged to speak Spanish, 
and there- would be no use for all the 
professors. 

Mrs. Hutton’ spoke briefly of the 
work of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union in connection with edu- 
cational matters, and asked for the co. 
operation of all teachers. 

Thomas P. Bailey of the University 
of California had arisen from a sick 
bed to be present, that he might not 
disappoint the members of the asso- 
ciation. It was evidently with much 
difficulty that he made himself heard, 
but in the brief time left to him, he 
gave a valuable discourse upon his 
theme of ethology and _ child-study. 
Ethology he defines as the science of 
character, and to study this under- 
standingly one must be grounded in 
the sciences, as well as to be an ob- 
server of the child in the schoolroom. 
Let the teacher study the child by 
all means. Tet er get her informa- 
tion in al) ways, by dealing with chil- 
dren, by being with them, and enter. 
ing with a deep interest into their ex- 
periences. 

The time is coming, said the speaker,

will. underlie all education. It is not 
coming from fakir people who can 
prove everything by a column of fig- 
ures or diagrams; it is coming slowly 
and toilsomely with the help of phil- 
‘osophy, art and science; with the help 
of every teacher in the land.

=MUST PAY THEIR DEBTS. 


STREET LABORERS MAY HERE- 
AFTER SECURE THEIR WAGES, 


Third-street Tunnel Discussed Be- 
fore the Board of Public Works. 
Morgue Petition Filed Away. 
Repair of Culverts. 


By a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court it is believed that relief has at 
last been given the poor laborers 
who heretofore have frequently been 
defrauded out of their earnings by 
dishonest street contractors. For 
months complaints against this class 
of contractors have been filed almost 
daily by workmen who, after having 
done their work, received time checks 
which were not worth the paper on 
which they were written, for when 
they were presented to the contrastor 
payment on them was refused. 

Several of the contractors seemed to 
be making a business of such prac- 
tices, and as a result of their refusal 
to pay their workmen, they were 
enabled to take street work on such 
low bids that competition by honest 
contractors was almost impossible, 
The City Council «finally - refused to 
accept the bids made by these persons, 
but even this did not stop the prac- 
tice. Their representatives would se- 
‘cure street work, and immediately as- 
sign the contract to one of the ob- 
jectionable class. The City Attorney 
endeavored to find some recourse for 
the laborers, but the law is such that 
none could be found, and nothing 
could be done for them. 

During the past three months more 
than $500 worth of these worthless 
claims have been presented to Street 
Superintendent Drain, but he could do 
nothing. Yesterday, however, he re- 
ceived information that the Supreme 
Court had rendered a decision which 
will at least give the workingmen a 
chance to prevent the contractors 
from receiving their Warrants for 
street work. The decision is in the case 
of Parmer vs. Bernham, and accord- 
ing to the information received, is to 
the offect that the warrants for street 
work must be turned over to the origi- 
nal contractor. It also gives the labor- 
ing men a chance to garnishee’ the 
payment of claims against the prop- 
erty-owners interested in street im- 
provement. If the decision is as 
stated, it will hereafter be possible for 
those who have’ claims against the 
contractors to attack the warrants in 
the hands of the Street Superintend- 
ent, and thereby prevent the contractor 

from collecting the money due from 
property-owners in spite of any pre- 
vious assignment of the contract. If

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CRAWFORD’S LECTURE. 


THE FAMOUS NOVELIST’S SKETCH 
3 OF POPE LEO XII. 


A Graphic Picture of One of the 
Most Remarkable Occupants of 
the Vatican—The Lecturer’s Ex- 
perience in the Earthquake—Re- 
ception by the Ebell. - 


By no one has Italian character been 


brought so close to American readers 
as by F. Marion Crawford. And that 
not merely by the introduction of types 
strange to western civiligation, but of 
types animated by the feelings, pas- 
sions and emotions which, in provok- 
ing sympathetic . interest, make the 
whole world kin. 

In coming to Los Angeles to de- 
liver two lectures on subjects @istinc- 
tively Italian, the curiosity which nat- 
urally appertains to the author of 
“Saracinesca,” “Taquisara” and “‘Cor- 
leone,” is gratified. Mr. Crawford has 
a rather striking personality; is tall, 
well sét up, and in speech reminds 
one rather of an Englishman. 

Upon arriving in the city yesterday 
with Maj. Pond, who is managing his 
tour of the United States, he talked 
quite interestingly regarding his ex- 
periences—more particularly his some- 
what dubious experience at San Fran- 
cisco the other night, when, for a few 
short seconds, an‘earthquake made 
everything very lively. 

“I wasn’t very much disturbed,” he 
remarked with a smile, “for I have be- 
come so used to earthquakes that fear 
has about disappeared. Before I had 
reached that self-possessed stage, how- 
ever, I remember one evening at Sienna, 
in Tuscany, several of us were stand- 
ing around the piano, when there was 
quite a sharv shake. The piano ran 
clear across the room, and those stand- 
ing around could scarcely keep their 
eet. 

“Then, too,” added Mr. Crawford, 
thoughtfully, as he fell into reminis- 
cent mocd, “I felt that Ischia earth- 
quake in August, 1883, when 5000 people 
lost their lives; that was a terrible 
affair. But throughout Italy the 
earth shaking is by no means an in- 
frequent occurrence, and little atten- 
tion is paid to it.” 

Although Mr. Crawford is tied to 
New York by family affiliations, and 
he possesses a farm up in New Hamp- 
shire, he has set up his Lares and 
Penates near Sorrento, in Northern 
Italy, and there most of his best work 
has been done. His present lecturing 
tour began in November, 1897, and al- 
most continuously since he has been 
speaking on Italian life and art. Two 
weeks 
Duluth, Minn. Only three previous lec- 
turing tours of equal length have ever 
been arranged in the United States— 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, Stanley, 
the African traveler, and the younger 
Dickens. 

‘.“But I will not even then be free 
to do as I please,” said Mr, Crawford, 
“for I have to put the last touches to 
my new book that is ready for the 
press. It hasn’t a name yet, but it 
deals with the story of Rome, and I 
have tried to tell the history of the 
imperial city, so rich in dramatic in- 
terest. I go back to the mediaeval 
time, of which I speak, too, in one of 
my lectures here. The book is in no 
sense a novel, and the amount of work 
I have expended on it has been greater 
than on any of my other books. For 
five years I have been accumulating 


material, and it took me @ year to 
write the. book itself.

I will not feel perfectly free.” 

The book referred to by Mr. Craw- 
ford will make the thirtieth that has 
issued from the press over his name, 
but will differ from all that have pre- 
ceded it, by being almost entirely a 
work of historic research. The _re- 
markable forces that led to the Renais- 
sance had théir origin in Italy, and 
Rome was focus of Italian 
thought. ‘Art, music and literature owe 
their progress to the impetus received 
from that country, and the career of 
Giotto, of Fra Filippo Lippi, or of 
Raphael, is more romantic than fiction 
could imagine. And behind all that 
is the sterner time, when an ever- 
lasting history was made, and muoh 
of it was written in-edifices which, in 
whole or part, yet remain to challenge 
the admiration of the world. 

Of all this Mr. Crawford, by his in- 
timate knowledge of Italy and Italian 
life, as well as by the exceptional ad- 
vantages he has enjoyed of access to 
stores of material pertaining to the by- 


gone time, is especially fitted to write. 


“I go from here to Vancouver,’’ said 
he, in concluding the little chat, ‘and 
then east, my tour ending two weeks 
hence. With few exceptions I have 
lectured every night, but the constant 
change of scene has prevented the trip 
in any way proving monotonous.” 

THE EBELL AT HOME.

Mr. Crawford’s Estimate of the 
Present Head of the Church, 

A large audience filled the auditorium 
of the Simpson Tabernacle last even- 
ing, and there was a very fair sprink- 
ling of people in both of the galleries, 
but the audience was not so large as 
the merit of Mr. Crawford’s lecture de- 
served. He has had exceptional facili- 
ties for studying life.in the Papal pal- 
ace, and consequently his lecture on 
‘Leo XIII in the Vatican’ was re- 
plete with details régarding persons and 
things of which the world knows little 
and desires to know much. 

Consciously or not Mr. Crawford last 
night played the part of iconoclast. 
Pet ideas regarding  pretentions put 
forward by the Papacy:had to be given 
up, ard rought angles of prejudice toned 
down. 

_In order that proper understanding of 
the present Pope’s worth might be 
had, Mr. Crawford first; in a few 


graphic sentences, outlined the status 


of affairs in Italy during the latter 
part of the pontificate of Pope Pius 
IX. Incidentally he remarked that in 


this nineteenth century more blood has 


peen shed by nations calling themselves 
Christian than during any previous 
period of time.

istics of Pope Pius IX, the kind and 
benevolent but politically weak .attri- 
butes of that personage were made by 
the lecturer to form a foil and back- 
groundforthefar more striking and ag- 
gressive personality of Leo XIII. 

In picturing the transformation made 
in Rome by Pius IX during the years 
from 1849-70, it was pointed out that de- 
spite the fact that the Pope himself 
was beloved, his government was hated. 
This for the reason that it was dictated 
by Cardinal Autonnelli rather than by 
the Pope himself. Very powerfully 
Mr. Crawforé described the death of 
the great and noted Cardinal. He had 
known him in life, and when the news 
of his decease spread abroad, he was 
among those privileged to look upon 
him dead. Up the magnificent stair- 
way and in the corridors messengers 
were coming and going; an air of bustle 
pervaded the approaches even to the 
door of the death chamber. Inside the 
room was almost a poor one. It was 
uncarpeted, and in the center stood 
@ small iron bed. At the foot and at 
the head a lighted candle burned in 
battered .-.candlesticks, and on the bed 
itself lay the withered body of the 
Cardinal, who had been .a terror to

“Apropos of the taking of Rome it 
has often been said,” remarked Mr. 
Crawford, “that Rome was taken with- 
out fighting. That is not so, for a 
shell fell through the roof into the 
library of my mother’s house, in the 
very center of the city. I gathered up 
the pieces of the shell later as a very 
practical contradiction of the common 
assertion that there was no fighting 
when Rome was taken.” 

Victor Emanuel had solemnly prom- 
ised that he would never take Rome 
from the Popes, and when urged later 
to do so ges and refused. Fin- 
ally, when driven to it by his ministers 
and his people, he refused to accept 
the Guirinal as his palace, and lived in 
@ small edifice connected with it by a 
corridor. When dying he wanted to 
receive from the Pope his blessing, but 
the latter desired first some words of 
apology for what had been done. Be- 
lieving his words would be used against 
hismemory and against the kingdom he 
had created, he refused ‘to speak them. 
But Pius IX was kind and forgiving, 
and relented after he had sent the 
message and -sent another conveying 
his blessing to the dying King. But it 
came too late, the King was dead. 
Within the month the Pope also had 
passed away. 

Then began the rule of Joachim Vin- 


cent Pecci, the Pontiff known as Leo. 
XIII, the most sagacious and powerful : 
Pope. according to Mr. Crawford, that, 
h ce per- | 


ruléd’ ‘since’ Sixtus V. His 
sonal appearance and general charac- 
eristics were cleverly limned, and a 
striking parallel drawn between the 
three personalities of the present Pope, 
Gladstone and Abraham Lincoln. Each 
was long and sinewy: in frame, possess- 


ing a long jaw, high cheekbones and. 


strength beyond that of ordinary men. 


All three were eloquent, had power of’ 


concentration in study, and were also 
distinguished by that kind of melan- 
choly that seems to be distinctive of 
profound thinkers. This trinity of men 
represented the material, intellectual 
and spiritual natures. Lincoln was 
thrown against the rough, brutal facts 
of life, and wrested his education as 
best he could. Gladstone had every 
educational advantage and was a 
scholar before being a statesman. The 
Pope was enveloped in an atmosphere 
of spirituality, and the mutterings 
of the French revolution had not yet 
died away. When raised to the pontifi- 
cate the struggle of religious war was 
being waged in Germany. 

The lecturer traced the life of Leo 
XIII from the time when,.as priest, he 
was attached to the offices of the Vati- 
can, when as archbishop of Perugia he 
showed his boldness of front, until as 
Pope the showed the strength of will 
and the broad statesmanship to raise 
the Catholic church from the state of 
decline in which it had been left by 
his predecessor, to the point at which 
it now stands. 

Incidentally, too, Mr. Crawford ex- 
plained just what the temporal power 
claimed for the Pope really means and 
as part of the flood of light cast upon 
that quetion it was made to appear as 
a very actual fact that. Leo XII is a 
prisoner in the Vatican. 

The lecture lasted for about an hour 
and a half, but time was scare noted, 
for Mr. Crawford, without rising to 
any great point of oratory, has a well- 
modulated voice which he uses with 
some skill, and thereby enhances the 
interest which belongs to the subject 
matter of his lecture... 

Tonight’s lecture is upon a subject 
little known, but one on which Mr. 
Crawford can speak with better under- 
standing than any other living man of 
letters, ‘Italian Home Life In the Mid- 
dle Ages,” treating of the remarkable 
forces that. led to the Renaissance 
which had their origin in Italy. Mr. 
Crawford’s special studies have fitted 
him to make of this subject a most de- 
lightful lecture. This is the last ap- 
pearance of Mr. Crawford in Los An- 
geles,

{American Cultivator:] It is the opin- 
ion of many old farmers that the in- 
crease of abortion in cows is in part 
due to the lack of wood ashes, which 
so long as the country was new were 
always plentiful when brush aind 
stumps had been burned on  newly- 
cleared land. Cows with calf were ali- 
ways fond of licking the soil around 
these old ash beds and eating the 
charcoal which they found -there. All 
wood ashes contain some phosphate, 
and this may have been needed to fur- 
nish bone material for the growing foe- 
tus. Or it may be that the ashes pre- 
vented the bad effects of the ferment®- 
tion of food in the stomach, by cor- 
recting the acidity which it generally 
causes.

FOILED AGAIN. 


Dr. Forest Fails to Secure Release 

on Habeas Corpus Proceedings.

RATE ON LEMONS. 


Reduced to $1 Per 100 Pounds to 
New York and Common Points. 


The rate on lemons in carloads, m‘ni- 
mum weight 30,000 pounds, from Cali- 
fornia points south of Mojave to New 
York and defined points west, has 
been fixed by the freight bureau of the 
Transcontinental Association at $1 per 
100 pounds. This rate has been made 
effective for sixty days, commencing 
April 6, and expiring June 6. This is 
to enable the growers and shippers to 
dispose of the large stock of lemons 
on hand, which was impracticable-un- 
der the former rate, and the prevail- 
ing low prices.

COMMERCE 

A DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 
Strong and interesting argument in fa- 
vor of th® creation of a Federal De- 
partment of Commerce and Industries 
Was submitted to the Senate Commnt- 
tee on Commerce by Theodore C. 
Search, president of the National .As- 
sociation of Manufacturers. 

Mr. Search presented in concise form 
the following arguments: 

bis The United States is distinct- 
ively a commercial and industrial na- 
tion. A branch of the Federal govern- 
ment whose special function would be 
to promote the interest of trade, seems 
to be not only appropriate but neces- 
sary. 

‘2. Agriculture very fittingly has its 
Cabinet officer and its own department 
in the nation’s government. Manufac- 
turers, upon which more than anything 
else the prosperity of the, country de- 
pends, have no representation in the 
administration of the nation's affairs. 

“S$ Nearly every European nation 
of importance has a government de- 
partment which performs in behalf of 
trade and industry the duties which 
have been suggested for the proposed 
Department of Commerce and Industry. 
In the lack of such a department, the 
United States stands conspicuously 
@lone. 

“4. The overcrowding of the Treas- 
ury Department by the accumulation 
of a large number of unrelated bu- 
reaus. calls for immediate steps for 
the relief of this important branch of 
the executive government, the natural 
duties of which relate to the finances 
of the nation. 

“5 The State Department, which is 
essentially a diplomatic branch of the 
government, should be relieved of the 
purely commercial features of its work 
performed by the consular service. 

“§° To concentrate in one new de- 
partment the various scattered bureaus 
which are more or less commercial or 
industrial in character, would enor- 
miously increase the efficiency of their 
service without necessarily involving 


‘any large increase in the expenses of 


the government.” 

Mr. Search went on to show the rela- 
tive importance of manufacturing and 
agriculture, giving the following statis- 
tics for the past fifty years:

England has her Boerd of Trade, 
which exercises a powerful influence 
upon the commerce and industries of 
Great Britain, and whose president is 
a Cabinet officer.

The 
Standard Oil Company has been show- 
ing much interest in the California oil 
field during the past year or two, and 
evidently realizes this State will be- 
fore many years become an important 
producer.

STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,] 
NEW YORK, April 1.—R. G. Dunn & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow 
that in spite of foreign conditions since the 
destruction of. the Maine February 15, fail- 
ures ia three months are smaller than in the 
first quarter of any year since 1886; the 
ratio of defaulted liabilities to payments 
through clearinghouses has been the smallest 
for that quarter since 1881; the average of 
liabilities per firm in business has been the 
smallest since 1880, and the average of lia- 
bilities per failure has been lower than ever 
before in any quarter. It is especially signifi- 
cant that the failures for less than $100,000, 
without material decrease in number. were 
29 per cent. smaller than last year in manu- 
facturing, and.24 per cent. smaller in trading. 
The war cloud, which many have inferred 
must have greatly increased commercial dis- 
asters, does not appear to have any such ef- 
fect as yet, and while there is some decline 
in the new orders for industries, nearly al! 
live works are covered so far ahead that 
the difference is not felt. Rates for money 
have advanced, and the 6 per cent. which 
used to be the ruling rate in active times 
again prevails, which compels many specu- 
lators to liquidate. But the imports of gold 
go far to prevent any real anxiety. Moreover, 
although part of the hypothecated exchange 
on Europe has been sold aad ordered against 
it, there is known to be about $30,000,000 
more yet in the banks at New York and 
$12,500,000 in other cities against which gold 
is liable to be imported, because there is 
sma! prospect of any better deposits. The 
output af Oreadstuffs comtinues.

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK. April 1.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that a week of rather quieter 
trade and smaller distribut!on, due to easily 
explainable causes, closes a quarter which has 
been eminently satisfactory to nearly all 
branches cf trade, and productive of an wn- 
precedented business in many favored lines, 
The heavy foreign demand for our products, 
particularly agricultural staples, and the act- 
ive domestic movement in most lines, are 
evidenced by the heavily-increased hank 
clearings reported for the quarter, and the 
effect on the commercial mortality 13 favor- 
ably reflected in a total for the ‘rst three 
months of 1898 of failures and of liabilities 
involved, smaller than in the corresponding 
Current demand 
and distribution at the East have been inter- 
fered with by the uncertainties growing out 
of our unsettled foreign relations. This has 
been particularly manifest on a most pro- 
nounced indisposition on the part of buyers 
to anticipate future wants, and some cancel- 
lations of orders for woolen goods are at- 
tributed directly to this cause. Evidence is 
not lacking, however, that the stimulation 
to the woolen-goods industry growing out of 
tariff changes last year is responsible in 
some measure for the unreadiness of inanu- 
facturers to go ahead as confidently now 
as they did a year ago. Little or no improve- 
ment is found in the coarse-cotton goods 
trade, and prices for cloths have marked a 
new record in prices of 24% for regular goods. . 
There is a rather mere quiet condition as 
regards new demand for iron and ateel at 
most markets, and some shading in quota- 
tions is claimed, but the business doing is on 
an immense scale. Good weather at the 
South favers an early planting season, hui 
business based upon this has not been of such 
a volume as to make up for the quieting de- 
mand noted at a number of coast cities and at 
river points. where high water is limiting 
business to some extent. Export trade at New 
Orleans is reported checked by increased 
freight insurance rates, growing out of the 
present unsettled foreign s‘tuation. Freight 
rates are reported weaker on the Pacific 
Coast, and trade is rather ouieter at most 
cities. The outlook is for a very heavy crop 
of wheat in the State of Washington this 
year. Boat building and iron manufacturing 
are reported active in the Pacific Northwest. 
The price situation is on the whole quite 
encoyraging this week, oats, flour, print 
cloths and hides being the most prominent 
among the decrease mentioned, while wheat. 
corn, lard, coffee, cotton and sugar are higher 
and the list of staples unchanged in price ap- 
pears the most numerous. Exports of wheat 
(flour included) are smaller than for some 
weeks past, but are much larger than in cor- 
respond'ng periods of previous years, aggre- 
gating 3,550,664 bushels, against 3.996.000 
bushels last week; 2,464,645 bushels in this 
week cf last year, and 1,693,927 bushels in 
1896. Failure records, as above intimated 
bear witness to the satisfactory conditions 
ruling in commercial lines this year in a 
total for the quarter of 3515 embarrassments 
invplving liabilities of $36,198,000, a decrease 
in humber from a year ago of 13 por cent 
and from two years ago of 22 per cent.. while 
as regards liabilities there is a falling-off 
from last. year of 30 per cent., and as com- 
pared with 1896 of 42 per cent. Failures in 
the Dominion of Canada for the first quarter 
of 1898 number 516, with liabilities of $3,800. - 
000, a decrease of 24 per cent. in number and 
20 per cent. in liabilities from one year ago.

Chicago Live-stock Market.

The Cuban 
rebels are mostly fegroes and mulat- 
toes, utterly unfit for self-government. 
It is said the Spanish soldiers are cruel 
and barbarous. Perhaps so, but so are 
the rebels, and they have desolated the 
island more than the Spaniards, and 
by burning up and destroying the plan- 
tations and mills, and refusing to allow 
the planters to work them, largely 
made necessary the reconcentrado 
system, and its attendant sufferings. 
Spain is charged with blowing up the 
| aine, or conniving at it, but she in- 
'@ignantly denies it, and there is no 
| evidence of her complicity, or even that 
the vessel was biown up by an ex- 
ternal explosion, excepting the mere 
naked opinion of the three naval offi- 
cers who investigated the affair. 
Spain's complicity in the destruction of 
the Maine would be a casus belli, but if 
the vessel was blown up by a mis- 
|creant witbout her knowledge, she 
would, at most, only be liable to a 
claim for indemnity. If the United 
States wants Cuba, let us buy ft, or 
drive Spain out of the island and take 
it, and then make those negroes be- 
have themselves; but to go into an 
unprovoked and unjust war with Spain, 
costing many hundreds of millions of 
dollars, to say nothing of the loss of 
many lives, without any compensation

EUROPE’S WARSHIPS AND OURS. 


--- 


The Chief Credit Belongs to the 
, United States. 

[G. Wilfred Bearce in New York 
Sun:] Several European journals de- 
voted to maritime affairs are hugging 
the delusion that the United States 
navy is in the main made up of anti- 
‘quated ships, built In accordance with 
plans bought in England when the 
Hon. William C. Whitney was Secre- 
tary of the Navy, or upon novel ana 
un-European lines laid down during 
the incumbency of our Navy Depart- 
ment by the Hon. Benjamin F. Tracy. 
The supposition of these foreign writ- 
ers is that we have followed plans 
which ‘were condemned by the navai 
constructors of Great Britain, France 
and Germany several years ago. 

The truth is, that the plans 
chased abroad_ represented strictly 
American ideas, which had been 
adopted by the British admiralty, ana 
from that day to this there have been 
few new and practicable inventions in 
naval lines that are not traceable to 
American inventors. Our secret service 
has for years past maintained cleve1 
men in all the naval construction 
works of Europe, and from these men 
we receive plans of every new ship 
laid down; but it is rarely that any- 
thing worth copying is noted by our 
Navy Department. Our navy, as it 
floats today, is not second in its types 
to ships of like tonnage in the navy 
“whose praise Great Britain loudly 
chants,” and we have incorporated in 
our newest ships many important im- 
provements which the secret-service 
men of foreign governments who work 
in our ship yards have sketched anda 
favorably reported upon. ; 

Few persons outside of naval and 
engineering circles know that. the 
navies of Eurone and Asia are all un- 
der debt to American inventions, ' the 
royal navy being the chief debtor. 
‘When Admiral Sir William Parker, 
the last survivor of Lord Nelson's cap- 
tains, and the last’ British admira) 
who commanded a fleet of sailing line 
of battleships, heard of the Monito1 
navigating a tempestuous coast and 
winning a glorious victory over the 
Merrimac, he declared that the gallant 
Worden and Greene were “‘black- 
smiths and no sailors;” and at the 
same time, when public sentiment in- 
England demanded a fieet of monitors, 
the First Lord of the Admiralty asked 
with indignation whether the Queen's 
colors were to fly from funnels instead 
of royal mastheads. It is true that 
prior to that time Capt. Cowper, C.C. 
R.N., and M. Dupuy de Lome, the 
French naval architect, had designed 
seagoing ironclads, but both’ con- 
structors had lavishly copied designs 
which John Ericsson drafted in 1852. 
and abandoned in 1861. 

The first modern ironclads built on 
sound principles in Europe were the 
Wyvern and Scorpion, built to the or- 
der of the Confederate government. by 
the Lairds, builders of the Alabamu. 
In order to help Darl Russell out of a 
dilemma produced by the Alabama im- 
broglio, the Admiralty bought both ves- 
sels, which were built from plans pur- 
loined from Ericsson, and intended to 
be sailed to Wilmington, N. C., to de- 
stroy or drive away the blockading 
squadron. Shortly afterward Capf. 
Cole designed, and the Lairds built, 
the Captain, which was a copy of the 
principal features of the monitor type, 
with broadside features. She was top- 
heavy and spooned the waves. She 
sank with all hands in the Bay of Bis- 


pur- 


cay. 

The Bellerophon was then built. She 
had a pilot-house that weighed 105 tons, 
occupying a space where a turret of 
less weight and holding two 12-inch 
guns might have been placed. This 
ship’s ram was so badly designed and 
op her down by the head so far that 
her anchor could not be tripped so that 
a tender always accompanied the ship 
to raise her anchor. 

Millions of money were wasted in 
building worthless ships until the Mon- 
arch was found to be a good type. This 
fine vessel made its first voYage to 
convey the remains of George Pea- 
body, the American philanthropist, to 
the United States. She was commanded 
by Sir John Commerell, now admiral 
of the fleet. At the bombardment of 
Alexandria the Monarch was hit twen- 
ty-six times by chilled-steel projectiles 
fired from 8-inch Armstrong muzzle- 
loading rifled guns. The parts made in‘ 
accordance with Admiralty ideas were 
pierced many times, but the turrets 
made from American deisgns were un- 
harmed. The crippling of six ships by 
the Egyptian artillery disillusionized 
the British Admiralty of several 
wrong-headed ideas in naval architec- 
ture, and they immediately adopted 
new plans for ships, calculated to with- 
stand such artillery fire as rained upon 
the fleet,of Admiral Sir. Beauchamp 
Seymour at Alexandria. 

The plans which the United States 
bought in England were drawn after 
that battle had shown the weak places 
in armored ships. These’ English- 
moqde! ships are good, but not up to 
the standard of our home-made ships, 
which are not second to any in the 
world.

CORONADO BEACH, 


Fight Between Seals and a Shark, 
Outings—Personal Mention. 
HOTEL DEL CORONADO, April 1.—{Resu- 
lar Correspondence.}] One of the most novel 
combats ever witnessed in these waters took 
place yesterday afternoon at the mouth of 


the harbor. It was a battle royal between 
three seals on one side and a big shark on 
the other. The shark was not the man- 


eating variety. He was forced to fight on his 
back, and his equipment was not sufficient. 
to make him equal to the agile and vicious 
creatures that attacked him. 

Nobody knows how the scrap began. Fish- 
ermen and others passing by in yachts noticed 
a terrific commotion in the water, accom- 
panied by the barking of the seals. They 
tumbled over and over, songee and bark- 
ing, and the water was dashed into a foam 
by the frantic writhings of the shark. The 
seals were plainly on the offensive, and they 
seemed to signal each other by their bark- 
ing. They jumped at the shark from all sides, 
keeping out of reach of his lance-like teeth, 
and doing execution upon his tough hide 
with their own weapons of offense. 

The water was covered with blood in a 
minute or two, and the uncanny creatures, 
with their brown eyes blazing with excite- 
ment and their jaws revealing long teeth, ap- 
peared tO be no mean antagonists of the 
pirate of the seas. The shark, for his part, 
was as active as a cat, dodging here and 
there, but apparently not trying to make his 
escape. He did his best to dive and come up 
upder the seals, with the intention, ap- 
parently, of getting their bodies in his jaws, 
but the seals were almost as active as he. 
They were not caught in the trap. Instead, 
when the shark emerged again, they ran at 
his body and snapped out pieces of flesh. 

The war did not last long. Within a 
few minutes the shark gave up, and the seals 
divided his body among them. Sea gulls, 
which had hovered around during the fight, 
screaming with excitement, alighted on the 
carcass and got pieces of the fin.

GRAND ARMY OF INDIVIDUAL 
AMERICANS IS ORGANIZED. 


Citizens Will Pledge Themselves to 
Fight in Case of Foreign 
War. 


VETERANS BACK THE 


PLAN. 


FULL APPROVAL OF THE WAR AND 
NAVY DEPARTMENTS. 


No Interference With the National 
Guard Lies in the Creation of 
This Enormous Reserve 
Force, 


Formal organization of the greatest 
volunteer force in the world took ‘place 
in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New 
York, March 26, when the “Grand Army 
of Individual Americans” sprang into 
existence. North, South, East and West 
have joined hands in a vast patriotic 
league which has a Union veteran for 
commander and a Confederate soldier 
for vice-commander. 

Quiet preparations have been in prog- 
ress for some weeks loking to the or- 
ganization of this volunteer force, 
which, if completed on the lines laid 
down, is expected by its promoters to 
be the largest assembly of volunteers 
the world has ever known having al- 
legiance to one flag. 

The preliminary steps toward organ- 
ization were taken on the evening of 
March 25, when. distinguished veter- 
ans and others interested, gathered at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel @s the guests 
of Col. W. D. Washington, Gen. O. O. 
Howard was called to the ehair, and 
soon after the “National Volunteer Re- 
serve” was formally organized. 

The plan @nd scope of the movement, 
which was termed a “Grand Army of 
Individual Americans,’* was explained 
by Col. Washington. It was proposed 
that this new national reserve shall 
consist of volunteers who shall sign 
enlistment blanks, agreeing, in case of 
a foreign war or invasion, to take up 
arms at the call of the President of 
the United States, or the Governor of 
the State or Territory in which they 
reside. It is the hope of the founders 
of the National Volunteer Reserve that 
from two to five million patriotic citi- 
zens will be ready to form a part of 
this body, ready at all times to defend 
the flag. 

Officers were elected as_ follows: 
Lieut.-Gen. John M. Schofield, U.S.A., 
commander; Lieut.-Gen. James Long- 
street, C.S.A., vice-commander. Gen. O. 
O. Howard was elected chairman of 
the Military Committee, with vice- 
chairmen as fctlows: Maj.-Gen. Adel- 
bert Ames, Lieut.-Gen. Joseph Wheel- 
ock, Maj.-Gen. Granville M. Dodge. 
Col. W. D. Washington was. elected 
president of the organization, and Gen. 
D. McCook, secretary. 

The Executive Committee of the Mili- 
tary Committee consists of Gen. John 
M. Schofield, Gen. James Longstreet, 
Gen. O. O. Howard, Gen. Adelbert 
Ames, Gen. G. M. Dodge, Gen. Joseph 
Wheelock, Gen. A. McD. McCook, Gen. 
T. Woods, Gen. T. F. Pierson, Gen. L. 
E. Molineaux, Gen. T McMahon and 
President W. D. Washington. 

As a preliminary to this important 
meeting, letters had been sent all over 
the United States by order of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, calling the atten- 
tion of the press and people to the 
great plan outlined by some of the most 
distinguished veterans of the nation. As 
far as can be ascertained, the response 
has been ready and hearty from those 
who have at heart the country’s wel- 
fare, and all seems ripe for the suc- 
cess Of the movement. It has the full 
approval of the President and of the 
War and Navy Departments, where 
there is a keen realization of the im- 
portance just at this juncture of such 
a tremendous and unmistakable expres- 
sion of confidence and loyalty to the 
nation on the part of the people, an 
expression which will have a greater 
moral effect both at home and abroad 
than the purchase of half a dozen bat- 
tleships or the expenditure of millions 
for national defense. 

The plan and scope of the National 
Volunteer Reserve was given in an ad- 
dress by Col. W. d’H. Washington be- 
fore the American Institute of Civics. 
In commenting upon its feasibility 
Col. Washington said: “It has long 
whether a reserve 
force, or rather a reserve body of men 
to take up arms at a moment’s notice 
without conscription of draft, could not 
be organized and maintained in con- 
nection with our present force and 
without the tedium and irksomeness 
of military duty, and without entailing 
upon the government or the State the 
burdensome expense of arming, equip- 
ing and maintaining such a large body 
of troops and without drawing from 
their vocations or pursuits the young 
men of the nation. This has been ex- 
pressly accentuated by no less than 
three recent international complica- 
tions, which have threatened our in- 
terests by a rupture with other powers. 
We have lately been asking each other 
and the press, and our statesmen have 
been discussing the military strength 
of our country from the point of view 
of the insignificance of our nominal 
standing army and organized militia 
as compared with the great military 
establishments of other nations, and 
this to the great detriment of our pres- 
ent methods, which place us in a most 
unfavorable position with reference to 
other countries. 

“The government of the United 
States and its representatives in Con- 
gress assembled have seen and met 
the exigencies of the hour by wisely 
and patriotically appropriating $50,000, - 
000 for our national defenses, and it 
seems fitting and appropriate for every 
loyal and patriotic citizen to ratify. the 
action of Congress by offering his ser- 
vices to the nation in case of an emer- 
gency. 

“With our tremendous population, 
our wealth, and enterprise, we should 
undoubtedly have more of an cstab- 
lishment from a military standpoint 
than our present nominal force, as na- 
tions far inferior in population main- 
tain standing ‘armies which entirely 
overshadow ours, and many who have 
not personally visited our shores are 
inclined to judge our position as a na- 
tion by a numerical comparison of our 
naval and military strength with their 
own. If this be true, we do ourselves 
a grave injustice. Such a comparison 
not only harms our trade, but inclines 
minor powers to aggression. The con- 
sequence is frequent uncertainty in our 
values and disturbance of our inter- 
ests to the detriment of our commer- 
cial standing and the sacrifice of our 
trade relations, which, for the vital 


and material welfare of our country, 
it should be our duty to protect and 
foster in every possible manner. 

“The deficiency above described can 
be overcome by the organization of a 
body to be known as ‘the National Vol- 
unteer Reserve.’ The purpose of this 
organization is to enroll men of proper 
age and of physical qualifications to 
bear arms, who sign an enlistment 
blank, agreeing, in case of foreign war 
or invasion, to take up arms at the 
call of the President of the United 
States or of the Governor of the State 
or Territory in which they reside. 
There would be a central headquarters, 
which would practically be a clearing- 
house for recruits and enlistments. 
The original rolls would be transmitted 
directly to the War or Navy Depart- 
ment, there to be tabulated and in- 
cluded in the recognized summary of 
the military and naval forces of the 
United States, 

“It is the writer’s belief that from 
two to five millions of loyal, patriotic 
citizens will be found ready to form 
a part of this volunteer reserve. No- 
where else on earth could such a thing 
be accomplished. In Europe, the army, 
as a rule, is so hated that there are 
no volunteers, and for a country like 
our own to constantly keep enrolled 
2,000,000 or more men, willing and ready 
to serve their country, for their coun- 
try’s sake, would be another wreath 
on the brow of our republic, and a 
lesson to the nations of the earth in 
the loyalty of our people. It would 
also be a warning to the world which 
would insure us freedom from dis- 
turbance by ready insult or imposition, 
and thus secure us a continued and un- 
interrupted enjoyment of our justly 
earned prosperity. It is an acknowl- 
edged fact that the army enabled to 
go into battle with the largest reserve, 
all other things being equal, has the 
advantage, 
strength of its reserve depends its en- 
durance in conflict. 

“It is not the object or intention of 
this organization to interfere in any 
way with the existing State militia, 
nor with the authority, nor with the 
troops under the command of the Gov- 
ernor of any commonwe9!th, but in 
case of an emergency the names en- 
rolled in any State could be handed 
to its authorities for organization and 
enlistment under its own regulations 
and officers, and it is our purpose to co- 
operate with and encourage, rather 
than to conflict with, the National 
Guard. 

“It is the policy of the government 
of the United States to maintain 4 
small standing army, and a somewhat 
larger militia force in the’ several 
States, and in case of war to depend 
upon volunteers. It is seemingly as 
improper to depend upon or expect 
credence from foreign powers for un- 
known or unenumerated volunteer 
forces, and it seems as unwise to leave 
them unorganized and uncounted, as 
it would be to provide only arms 
enough for our regular army and Na- 
tional Guard, and make no further 
provision of stands of arms for the 
equipment of forces’ raised in an 
emergency. 

“No detriment could come to the 
National Guard of any State through 
this organization, for most of the 
States have fixed a maximum limit 
for their troovs. This has_ already 
been reached in many case3, and con- 
sequently the nation cannot expect a 
further increase of its active army, ou. 
put an additional burden upon the 
States, many of which are supporting 
their guard in such numbers that the 
expense for armament, equipment and 
maintenance of this branch of the 
service is already burdensome. In some 
sections where interest is lacking, the 
National Volunteer Reserve would en- 
courage enlistment, and act as 2 feeder 
to the ranks of the militia. 

“Such an organization weald incul- 
cate earnest patriotism and military 
spirit in the youth of our land, many 
of whom today too lightly regard their 
citizenship and .responsibility to their 
country. It would also weld and draw 
together the indivdual and the nation, 
and bring a realization of personal re- 
sponsibility to every man as an integra! 
part of his country, and the minute 
men of 1776, loyal-hearted ond sturdy, 
ready and brave, will have found a 
counterpart in the National Volunteer 
Reserve.”’ 

“The initial step in creating the or- 
ganization will be the formation cf a 
military committee of 100 veteran gen- 
eral officers of the army and navy; to 
give the National Volunteer Reserve 
proper standing and indorsement he- 
fore the country as a practical, 
patriotic and desirable branch cf the 
military establishment. 

“The permanent organization’ will 
include the President of the United 
States, to be ex-officio commander-in- 
chief; the Secretary of War, to be 
ex-officio vice-commander of the mili- 
tary forces, and the general of the 
army, commander; the Secretary of 
the Navy, to be ex-officio vice-com- 
mander of the naval forces, and the 
admiral of the navy (ex-officio to be,) 
commander; the Governor of each State 
to be ex-officio commander of all the 
reserves of his own commonwealth, and 
the adjutant-general of each State to 
be ex-officio vice-commander of that 
State, the military. committee for the 
purpose governing and fostering the 
organization, and a commander, or 
president, who will have charge of the 


active duties pertaining to the organi-— 


zation and its maintenance. 

‘A record and address of all mer 
enlisted shall be kept at the head- 
quarters, and the original rolls trans- 
mited direct to the War and Navy de- 
partments, there to be included and 
recognized in the summary of the 
military forces of the United States, 
and a copy shall also he filed with the 
Governor of each State of the volun- 
teers in his commonwealth.”

as mean, weak or painfully peaceful, 
and it is no wonder that our commer- 
cial or fiscal affairs have been upset no 
less than three times within as many 
years by threatened aggression on the 
part of other powers, namely: The 
Venezuelan, Hawaiian and the pregent 
Spanish-Cuban troubles. With the 
consequent disturbance of our interests 
to the detriment of our commercial 
standing and trade relations, which for 
the welfare and interest of our coun- 
try it should be the aim of each in-

dividual to foster and protect in every 
possible manner. 

“The army and fighting force of the 
United States, instead of being at the 
bottom of the list on war footing, can 
easity be placed at the head of the list 
by the creation of a National Volunteer 
Reserve.’ The war standing of the na- 
tions of the earth is but their reserve, 
and the strength and endurance of an 
army or nation depends upon the num- 
ber of men ultimately available. 

“It is the policy of the United States 
to maintain a small standing army and 
depend upon such militia as the several 
States will support for the insurance 
of peace within their own boundaries, 
and during the past thirty years the 
nation has almost doubled in popula- 
tion, but the available force has been 
decreased rather than increased. Nearly 
all our States have placed 2 limit upon 
the number of militia they will sup- 
port, and consequently no increase in 
numbers from this source can be de- 
pended upon, and some other means 
must be looked to for securing com- 
mensurate increase in our military es- 
tablishment, which, with our national 
wealth and the ever-increasing inter- 
ests, we are called upon to protect.”

LOS ANGELES COMPANY. 


Veterans and Young Men Ready for 
the Conflict. 

If doubt existed in the mind of any 
one as to the patriotism of the people 
of Los Angeles in the impending rup- 
ture with Spain, it would have been 
dispelled by attending the meeting last 
night at the Fraternal Brotherhool 
Hall, No. 125% South Spring street, 
called for the purpose of organizing a 
company ready to take up arms in de- 
fense of the country in connection with 
the National Volunteer Reserve. Owing 
to a misunderstanding that only war 
veterans were to be admitted into the 
company, the meeting was not so large 
as it otherwise would have been, but 
as it was there were few vacant chairs. 

The call was issued by Gen. John- 
stone Jones, an ex-Confederate soldier. 
Veterans of both armies in the recent 
civil war were present. 

No time was lost in electing Gen. 
Edward Bouton, formerly a Federal 
offiecr, president pro tem. of the meet- 
ing and A. M. Fulkerson, a Confederate 
secretary. Gen. Johnstone 
Jones then addressed a few remarks to 
those assembled. He said that the pur- 
pose of the organization was to bring 
together for business the veterans of 
the two armies ‘that had once taken up 
arms against each other. ‘We have 
often come together since the civil 
war for pleasure and to attend funerals 
or something of that sort,’ said the 
speaker, ‘“‘but this is the first time 
since then that we have ever come to- 
gether for business. 

Ariosto McCrimmon then offered the 
following resolution, which was 
adopted with loud applause: 

“Resolved, that the ex-soldiers as- 
sembled at this meeting take this oc- 
casion to express our unbounded confi- 
dence in the lofty patriotism and 
staitesman-like conduct of the President 
of the United States -in dealing with 
the difficult questions that have been 
presented in connection with our rela- 
tions with Spain. While commending 
his efforts io secure an amelioration of 
the condition of Cuba by peaceful 
means, we have ever had a hiding faith 


jin his determination to maintain the 


honor and dignity of the government 
under all circumstances.” 

A resolution offered by G. S. Bar- 
tholomew favoring the independence of 
Cuba was unanimously adopted. 

Col. H. G. Otis, on request from the 
chair, read the substance of the plan 
of organization which he had received 
from New York. 

A resolution was then adopted that 
the president should appoint an en- 
rollment committee of seven to com- 
posed of two Union veterans, two Con- 
federate veterans and three sons of 
veierans. The committee, which was 
announced later, was composed of 8S. R. 
Thorpe, G. N. Nolan, Capt. W. C. Rob- 
erts, T. F. Laycock, Will A. Harris. 
Byron L. Oliver and Frank Dominguez. 

In answer to repeated calls for a 
speech, Will A. Harris, son of a Con- 
federate officer, took the rostrum. He 
said, in part: “Never before have I 
felt so completely at home in the com- 
pany of, Union veterans as I do now 
when we may be called upon to stand 
together and strike against a foreign 
foe, and when we may have an oppor- 
tunity to show that we love the Stars 
and Stripes as sincerely as does any 
patriot of the North. This is the first 
time that the veterans of the two 
great armies have been brought to- 
gether for the sort of business that 
confronts us now, but 
come together for such a purpose, let

If it is, there 
can be no doubt what the response wili 
be. But a war with Spain would not 
be of great consequence. For the last 
200 years Spain has fought nearly al 
the little republics in the world, and 
has never yet found one small enough 


to whip.”

part: ‘In this present flurry which is |
